I never 
entered into any difcourfe with him about 
his temporal affairs, or making his will, 
which I thought he was fo confiderate as 
to fettle before his decline, 1 was in hopes 
that he had faved, out of the kindnefs of 
his benefaétors and the profit of pis print- 
ing, fome little matters ; but was furpri- 
zed to hear of the great fum found upon his 
deceafe. { am glad to hear that his MS 
Colle@tions are fallen into the hands of a 
prudent gentleman ; for, though I doubt 
not but that among them there are many 
ufeful memorandums and hiftorical notes, 
yet you know that friend of ours had 
fome peculiarities, all which wouh! not be 
perhaps greatly. to his credit to be made 
public. I am truly concerned for the lofs 
his friends and the publick. have in the 
death of fo induttrious a man, and faith- 
ful editor...I am glad that be has ordered 
fome of his curiofities for the place he once 
loved, the Bodleian Library. I would wil- 
lingly have offered him the beft of my af- 
fiftance asa minifiér during his decline; 
but, knowing tis way of thinking, thought 
I thould nothave been accepted; however, 
was forry to hear that he declined the pray- 
ers of a Nonjuring clergyman; and, by al- 
lowing a Popith prieit to he with him three 
or four days befyre le dizd; has given oc- 
cafion for talk.

-t 116, L fend you an account of 
Aldworth church, Berks, that is, a 
defcription of the building and the 
decorations contained therein, from 
the fketches which I made on the fpot 
in the year 1793. 

Firft Sketch. South view of the 
church.--The fir objeé& io this view 
that claims our attention is a yew-tree 
of prodigious bulk, and fuperior in 
its fize to any tree of that kind which 
Ihave hitherto witneffed in our cee 
metries in any part of the kingdom. 
Its body is remarkable, being of an 
urn-like-form, and very regular in its 
{weeping lines; its branches fpread to 
a prodigious diftance, and fhoot up to 
an immenfe height. The whole of this 
antique vegetating companion of 
Aldworth church for fo many paffed 
centuries Rill appears perfedt, freth, 
and green, 

The church itfelf is in the common 
form of our antient fimp'e parith 
churches, confifting of a body and 
chancel, with a porch on the South 
fide, and a tower at the North-weft 
angle. Iathe centre divifion of the 
South wall of the body of the church, 
made by buttreff<s, is an arched re- 
cefs, which gave me the idea that 
here originally might have beeo a 
fmall chapel, and in this recefs a 
tomb, &c. 

Second Sketch. Infide view of the 
church looking Eaft.—It is divided 
by o€tangular columns into two equal 
ailes; from that on the North fide this 
view is taken. In the foreground is 
the font of the moft fimple and hum- 
ble defign, On each fide, againf the 
North an@ South wails, and between 
the o€tangular columns, are thofe fu- 
perb monuments and tombs which 
have raifed my admiration to that ex- 
ceffive height, while, in the breaft of 
my friend Mr, Stone, they were un- 
able to excite but very fecble fenla- 
tions. At the Eaft end of the North 
aile is an open {creen giving admit- 
tance into the chance!, Where are two 
antient flal!s to the right and left. 

Third Sketch, The pian. (See 
Plate 1.J—A. remains of an arched 
recefs in the South wall; B. porch, 
C, door entering into the church; D. 
South aie; E. pulpit; F, over this 
part is the tower; G. font; H. 
North aile; I. {creep entering into the 

chancel j 











chancel ; J. charicel; K. antient ftalls ; 
L. old pews; M. modern pews; N. 
Olagon columns ; O. firft monument 
on the-North fide. I here obferve, 
that the three monuments on this fide, 
and the three monuments on the 
South fide, are fimilar in defign, and 
are compofed of enriched arches, 
With pilafters, columns, and pinacles. 
Within the arches are tombs, where- 
on are laid flatues of the fineft taite 
and execution that {culpture can boaft 
of, not, as is the common way of 
mentioning fuch fubjects, very fing 
for the time,” but for avy time or any 
coontry. 

The ftatue belonging to this monu- 
ment (fourth Sketch,) is a knight 
crofs-legged and armed. His head is 
turned to the right; the left-hand 
holds a fhield, and the right-hand 
holds the pemmel of the fword; the 
‘attitude reprefents this ftatue as pre- 
paring for aétion, I lament to fay, 
that the upper part of the right arm, 
the lower parts of the legs, and the 
Jower part of the fhield, are deftroyed. 

P. Second monument (fifth Sketch). 
The ftatue is a knight armed and 
crofs-legged; his head is turned to 
the right; the right hand is on his 
brea; on the lefe arm is flung the 
thield, while the right hand has hold of 
the pummel of the fword ; the feet are 
fupported by a lion, as an emblem of 
courage, the ufual accompanyment of 
our antient warlike flatues; asthe dog, 
the emblem of faithfulnefs, was intro- 
duced upon moft occafions to fuppo:t 
the feet of the female ftatues. The 
attitude of the ftatue before us be- 
{peaks the pvfition of a folder after 
vitory receiving fome high honour 
from his fovereign. The upper part 
of the right arm and the left leg are 
deftroyed. 

Q. Third monument (fixth Sketch.) 
This flawe is a koipht armed and 
crofs-legged, The flatue reciines on 
the right fide; the head is refling on 
the right arm. . The feet in this {pe- 
cimen are fupported by an angel 
in a delicate and pleafing manner. 
The armour is decorated in a very 
“fplendid ftyle; while the furcoat is 
n Bifpoted over it in fine-defigned dra- 
pery. The attitude thews the repofed 
“ @ate of an heroic and dignitied war- 
rior, after having quitied the theatre 
of the world for the calm retreats of 
— vales and fequeflered man- 

ons. 1 may obierve, the pofition of

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this ftatue is withou? a parallel in our 
antient fculpture; and I may flatter 
myfelf that I am not prefumprnous 
when I affert, that no Roman or Gre- 
Cian performance can excel it cither 
in point of excellence of defign or exe- 
cution. My indignation knows no 
bounds when I refleét, that much of 
the face, great part of the right arm, 
the lower part of the left arm, and 
a confiderable portion of the legs and 
of the angel, are deftroyed! 

R. Firft monument for the Eaft on 
the South fide of thé church (feventh 
Sketch.) The Statue is a knight 
armed. This fculpture has been fe 
barbaroufly wfed that no idea can be 
conveyed of the intent of the attitude; 


the head, arms, and legs are deftroyedy 


and leave us but the remains of a fine- 
formed body, and a part of the fup- 
porting lion. 

§. Second monument (eighth 
Sketch). The flatue is a female. 
The drefs confifts of the wimple and 
an elegant difperfed drapery on the 
head; on the body isa loofe veft; and 
from the fhoulders depends a robe, 
which is thrown into graceful drapery 
by the ation of the arms. The head of 
this ftatue is fupported by two angels, 
one on each fide. I do not find any 
fupporters forthe feet. The form and 
attitude of this ftatue is lovelinefs ir« 
felf; and, however my feelings were 
hurt to note the defiruAtion commits 
ted on the preceding ftatues, yet in 
this exemple I have the extreme fatis- 
faétion to fay, excepting the right 
hand, that it is in as perfeét a ftate 
(almoft) as when it came from the 
artift’s hands. This pleafing confide- 
ration had nearly made me overlook 
the ftate of the fupporting angels, 
which are mutilated in a moft fhock- 
ing manner. 

T. Third monument, (ninth 
Sketch.) The, flatue is a knight 
armed, amd the face is turned to the 
lefe; the left arm is uplifted, and the 
right hand is drawing of the {word 
from the {caboard. Although the 
face, the lower part of the left arm 
amd legs, are deftroyed ; yet enough is 
left us co perceive, tht this flatue re- 
prefents a warrior in an animated atti- 
tude, as intent on performing foie 
glorious atcnievement. 

U. Firft tomb in the centre of the 
church (tenth Sketch). The pofition 
is of a pérfon after death, laid in an 
exact manner on the back, with the

arms in a praving pofture, The 
whole ftatue is, remaining except the 
Jegs, I muft however obferve, the 
human figure is here finely repre- 
fented. * 

V. Second-tomb. (Eleventh Sketch.) 
Here are two ftatues, a knight and a 
lady. The knight is armed, and in 
the regular praying pofition juft de- 
feribed; his feet are fupported by 
Tions, The drefs of the femaie is a tight 
velt on the body, and from the fhovl- 
ders the flowing robe depends, whichis 
brought round the lower partof the fta- 
tue by the left arm, while the hand is 
employed in holding the cordon of the 
robe ; the feet are fupported by dogs. 
The attitude is truly dignified and 
elegant, and conveys a-perfedt idea of 
the refined age (the 14th century, 
when thefe ftatues, from the fafhion of 
their armour and dreffes, were. execu- 
ted), when that pattern of female ex- 


cellence, Queen Philippa, thone the- 


brighteft jewel of a throne; when 
Edward the Third humbled the pride 
of France; and when the venerated 
William of Wykeham guided the 
helm of State, governed the Church, 
and gave Englifimen the fineft {peci- 
hen of the pointed arched-fyle of Ar- 


chite€ture that, has ever adorned this. 


country.

It will no doubt be a matter of fome 
furprize to many readers, that I make. 
shefe affertions in favour of our ap- 
tient fculpture, when it has been ufual 
for moft authors, wlio haye written on 
thofe fubjeéts, either to mention them 
in a fuperficial way, or 10 hold them 
wp to peblic view as, objeéts of ridi- 
cule, or works of dark and fuperfti- 
gious ages, 

I afk thefe defcribers of our antient 
fculpture, have they been regularly 
brought up as artifts, to ftudy and 
draw from the human figure? Have 
they pafled a life in contemplating our 
antiquities in the feulptural line ? 
Have they crsically objerved, and mice 
nutely drawn from their remains? 

If, they cannot aofwer thefe quef- 
tions, how can. they prefume to be 
competent judges of the abilitics of 
@ur aaticne artiiie? iegce may cach 
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author, who artempts to illuftrate their 
performances, give.an impartial atten~ 
tion to the exquifite. beauties of the 
remains of the Fine Arts of Baglaud, 
particularly in the fourteenth century, 
unbiafied by thofe travelled modern 
artifts opimion who have been allured by 
the feulpture of foreign countries, and 
who have never vifited their own na- 
tonal works. Then will they be 
charmed aod delighted with thofe me- 
morial, hiftorical,, and emblematic, 
works of foul pture, which yet remiin to 
adorn the various parts of the kingdom;

every circumfiance which has come to 
my knowledge relative to thefe re- 
mains of Antiquity. 

* It may poflibly mot be fo well 
known tothe publick at large as to 
Antiquaries, that an able Hollands 


_ engineer, Major-general (then briga- 


diver) Vollant, employed by the late 
Emprefs of Ruffia, Catharine 11. to 
fortify her new acquired dominions on 
the Euxine or Black Sea, difcovered 
in digging the foundations of a fort 
and city to be ereéted at the mouth of 
the Dnieftre, or Tyras of the antients 
(exaétly on the fpot where a Greek 
colony of the fame name once flood), 
fome antique fepulchres, which he 
found focuiious, that he fent me a de- 
{cription of them, and took the trou- 
bie to add a fketch of the largeft far- 
cophagus, fupported by two vafes, 
ove at each end, with a fepulchral 
Jamp on ¢e€ tep or lid; and, laftiy, 
he made me a fine drawing of a deli- 
cate little female, but of excelient 
workmanfhip, found buried in the 
athes contained in the farcophagus, or 
gather ofuarmm, which the fquare 
fione box more refembles than the 
ficth-confuming coffin of the antients. 
Jc was this communication which fur- 
nifhed the matter of my firft pager 10 
the Antiquarian Society (with a copy 
ot the geveral fkerch), of which your 
correfpondent D, H. gave {fo copious 
an ex'raét in your Magazine. 

Bur permit me to affure you, fir, 


‘that che evidence of the exillence of 


the fepalchres by mo means depends 


on wie Geniral along; for, I bave* 
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fince feen here, in St. Peterfburg, fe~ 
veral military aad nava! officers, Eng- 
lith, German, and Italian, high in 
rank and efieem, who have examined 
thefe fepulchres. T am indeed fur- 
prized that Mr. D..H. did nor recol- 
le& that, independent of the number 
of foreign engineers employed in 
ereCting the feveral fortifications on 
the Ruffian fide of the river Doieftre,- 
the new frontier towards Turkey, the 
conftruftion of the new port and city 
of Odeffa, in the neighbourhood, has 
affembled a number of military and 
naval officers, moft of whom had the 
curiofity to examine the antient fe- 
pulchres difcovered by Mr. Vollant, 
and gave us, on their occafional arri- 
vals here, moft exa& and detailed ac- 
counts of thofe curiofities; fo that 
your correfpondeot muft live in much 
ignorance of what paffes out of his 
own ftudy to think me impofed upon 
io a bufinefs of fo public and notorious 
anature. But, if the witty gentleman 
only meant to doubt the orthodoxy of 
the hazarded conje@ures thrown out 
by my friend ard myfelf, with regard 
to the origin of thefe fepulchres, thefe 
are lawful game, that may be rua 
down by any one; nay, we fhould 
have been both highly p'eafed if Mr. 
BD. H. had not only refuted cur bypo- 
thefes but fogpefied another more . 
plaufible. I declare, for my own 
part, that, in the 20 years which I 
have been in the habit of communica- 
ting tothe different Literary Societies 
of Greet Britain any thing, in their 
refpedtive lines of refearch, which I 
thought worth their atrention im this 
vat empire, T never did throw cut 
a conjeéture Sut with the view of fet- 
ting the fubje&t afloat, and gaining in-

‘Mag2zine has fupported for fo many 
years, that this little hint tothe Editor 
will not prevent my letrer from being 
publithed im it. But, to continue the 
fubje&t, which muft intereft your 
readers much more than leffons of 
decorum to anonymous writers, I 
will finifh my letter with mentioning 
my having received, in perfeét con- 
fervation, after a land-carriage of 
2000 verfis, one of the fineft and 
largeft vafes difcovered by General 
Vollant, all incruftated, inwardly and 
outwardly, with fea-fhells in a fofil 
fate, which marks its high antiquiry ;

For example, 
‘thofe (truck in the antient Scythio- Gre- 
cian city of Olbiopolis, on the Dneftre, 
or Bonyftthraers, Panticafirum, on the 
Eu: opean fide of the Cimmerian Bof- 
phorus, or ftraits of Sanicola, Phana- 
goria, on the Afiatic fide, &c. &c. fe- 
veral of which are in my own collec- 
tion. But what renders this penates 
highly curious are three nymphs that 
ate climbing up the old fellow’s body ; 
nay, one of them has even got aftride 
his fhoulder, and appears looking 
down at a fourth female, who is of- 
fering at his feet a ram’s head to gain 
his good graces. 1 fhall fay no more 
here on the fubjeét, as it is amply 
treated ina fecond paper I fent this 
Autumn to the Antiquarian Society, 
. With accurate drawings of the two cu- 
rious objeéts juft mentioned, and will 
now take my leave by informing you, 
in cafe you fhould be poffeffed with 
any portion of the fcepticifm of your 
eorrefpondent D. H. that we have had 
this fummer, and there fill rema:ns 
with us, in Peterfburg, feveral i!luf- 
trious travellers from Great Britain, 
nay, one of the former muft by this 
time have taken his feat in the Houfe 
of Peers; and let me affure you, Mr. 
Urban, as my veracity has been fuf- 
peéted in your Magazine, that all tra- 
velle s who come here are well ac- 
quainted with, and often vifit, your 
new correfpondent, and humble fer- 
vant, ARCTICUS.

Have our many Ociental {cholars in 
the Eaft Indies surned as yet their at- 
tention to explaining the inferiptions 
on the collection of coins frock by 
the kings of Perfia, publithed by Pel- 
Jecin in his Troifeme Supplement to his 
fix volumes of Recucils de Medailles de 
Rois, des Peuples, ot des Villes, Be. ? 
My reafons for making this enquiry 
are, that, althouxh antient authors 
have handed down to us the names of 
all the 28 kings of the fecond Perfian 
monarchy, or dynafty of Safan, and ale 
though we are moft probably in pof- 
fefion of coins truck by all of them, 
fill our ignorance of the old Perfian, 
in which the legends are written, ren 
ders thofe numifmatic riches perfedt'y 
ufelefs to both hiflory and chronology, 
as we cannot even difcover which ts 
which, nor read the many infcriptions 
which very poilibly aslude to impor 
tant events that might throw lighe on 
the peried, and the annals of Perfia 
conneéied with other countrics. 
However, Mr. Pellerin, in the work 
ju mentioned, has thrown out fome 
ufeful hints, which, I hope, have not 
efcaped the notice of the Afiatic So-= 
ciety, to which we already owe fo 
much; for, the lufire of its infancy 
has furpafled the meridian glory of 
many others. 
The able French Antiquary firtt re- 
marks, 








marks, that fome of the'letters in thefe 
inferiptions feem to be Syriac, whilft 
others are contained in the alphabet 
of the Gaures and Sabeans, called 
Chriftians of St. John, a people who 
ufed the old Perfian charaéters and 
language, and of whom we fortunstely 
poflefs fome MSS. (favs Pellerin) ia 
the king of France’s library, the late 
unfortunate Louis XVI. 

He farther informs us, that there 
exifts a people near Surate, defcended 


from the old Perfians, who made their 


efcape on the Saracen conqueit of their 
country in 651, who are. feid to pol- 
$e(s antient MSS. carried with them in 
their flight. Now I fay, Mr, Urban, 
3f our Oriental Liverati have turned 
their attention to-this loft language, I 
make little doubt bat they will reco- 
ver it, from their knowledge of San- 
fcrit, and poffibty of Zend, which the 
much-lamented ornament to his coun. 
try end age, the late Sir William 
Jones, difcovered to be the mother 
janguage of the firft as well as of many 
others. This affertion he was too 
wife to make without having acquired 
a fufficient knowledge of it. And, 

(tly, he was not the only fludent 
of the Zend, or old language of Tran 
(Perfiz), which 1 fufpett to be the 
very oue we are im fearch of, or, 
at taf, it muff contain the roots of 
the comparatively more modern dia- 
Je&; for, as to the antiquity of the 
Zend, it muft be far beyond the reach 
of profane kiftory, fince even the San- 
fcrit, which the learned Judge of Ben- 
gal difcovered, as faid above, so be 
derived from it, has been a dead Jan- 

pape for 20c0 vears. 

Whilft {peaking of the coinage of 
this part of the world, J cannot help 
noticing the curious fat, that the Par- 
thian medals thould be much more 
intelligible and yfeful to us than the 
Perfian, from their bearing Greek in- 
{criptions; and that the pompous ftyle 
of the Parthian monarchs, of BAZIAETY 
BALIAERN, fo, fuch lavghed at, was 
hot merely an empty title, as at thet 
period they were im reality kings of 
dings, leveral petiy kings, of whow we 
have the coins, living then under their 
{ceprre, whilll Perfa was a. province 
of Parthia, as the loft was afterwards 
of the firfi, on the death of their laf 
king, Aitabanus IV. aod the total

Arthur Collins, the hiftoriographer 
of the “* Baronage”’ and “ Baronet- 
age” of England, was born in the 

ear 1682. He was the fon of Wil- 

liom Coilins, efq. (gentleman-ufher 
ro Queen Catherine 1n 1669) by his 
wite Elizabeth, daughter of Thomas 
Blyth, en of John Horwood, 
efq. of Okely, in the county of Sou- 
thampton, : 

Having received a liberal education, 
and being from his youth much incli- 
ned to the cultivation of letters, par- 
ticularly to the ftudy of, Antiquity, 
he conceived the atduous defign of di- 
gefting a compendious account of the 
nobility of thofe kingdoms, whofe ge- 
neafogics had till that time fain 
mouldeslng in private cabinets, 

For the execution of this tafk he 
was certainly entitled to the gratiude 
of the Nobility, if we confider the 
great pains he took to invetligate, and 
the perfpicuous manner in which he 
has recorded, the illuftrious deeds of 
their anceftors ; tracing with a faith- 
ful and interefling pen the fleps by 
which each family had rifen to emi- 
nence. Neither was a work of this 
mature without a confiderable claim 
upon his countrymen at larges inaf- 
-~#® T thould except two original letters of 
his which appear in your vol, LIL. p. 
414; and which fhew how hardly the 
world ufed this indefatigable inveftigator 
of noble genealogies,

The merit of the befcre- mentioned 
works is unqueftionable, and to the 
prefent day they have continued the 
great authorities to which all fubfe- 
quent writers on the fame fubject have 
had recourfe. But the fruits of them 
were not in proportion; nor did their 
author experience that liberal patro- 
nage to which ihe many midnight vi- 
gils he had paffed in dry genealogical 
fludies feemed to give him an indubi- 
table claim. 

The other literary produétions 
which bear his name are, the * Syd- 
ney State Papers ;” fome * Hiftorical 
Colle€tions of the noble Families of 
Cavendifh, Holles, Vere, Harley, and 
Ogle;” anda “ Life of Edward the 
Black Prince.” : 

Delighted with raking in the duft’ 
of the clofer, with posing over MSS. 
{carcely legible, and refcuing half- 
devoured fentences from the com- 
bined attacks of Time and the moth, 
he loft many years which might have 
been employed much more profitably 
to himfelf. Whil@upfolding the pe- 
digrees of other families, he loft fight 
of the provifion which was neceflary 
for his own. 

Such were the laborious produtions 
of Arthur Collins, and fo inadequate 
his rewards! Whatever praife is due 
to biographical literature in general, 
certainly belongs to one who dipped 
even into the funereal urn to ftamp his 
labours with authenticity; and fuch 
is the credit they have obtained, that, 
while there remains a fpark of vene- 
ration for the ancefiry and aétions of 
our Peerage, the volumes which re- 
cord them, and bear Collins’s name, 
will be confulted as the faithful hifto- 
ry of that fplendid and neceff ry part 
(which has been fo happily termed 
the * Corinthian column’) of the 
Britith Conflitution.

** FRANCES MATTHEW, 

Firft married to Mathew Parker, fon to 
Mathew Parker, archbifhop of Canter- 
bury, afterwards to Tobie Mathew, arch- 
bithop of this fee. She was a woman of 
exemplary wifdom, gravity, piety, beau- 
ty, and indeed all other virtues, not 
only above her fex, but the times. 
One exemplary act of hers, firtt devifed 
upon this church, and through it flow- 
ing upon the country, deferves to live 
as long as the church itfelf, The library 
of the deceafed Archbifhop, confifting of 
abnve 3000 hooks, fhe gave entirely to the 
public efe of this church; a rare example 
that fo great care to advance learning 
fhould lodgé in a woman’s breaft; bat ic 
was thelefs wonder in her, becaufe herfelf 
was a-kin to fo much learning, She was 
the daughter of William Barlow, Bithop 
of Chiciefter; and, in King Henry 
VIIlth’s time, ambaffador into Scotland, 
of the ancient family of the Barlows in 
Wales. She had four fitters married to 
four bifhops: one to William Wickham, 
Bithop of Winchefter; another to Wil- 
liam Overton, bifhop of Coventry and 
Lichfigid ; athird to Herbert Weftphaling, 
bifhup of Hereford; fourth to Day, that 
fucceeded Wickham in Winchefier. So 
that a bifhop was her father, an archbi- 
fhop her father-in-law ; fhe had four bi- 
fhops her brethren, and an archbifhop her 
hufband. When fhe had lived 78 years, 
the roth of May the changed this life, as 
full of honor as of days, anno Domini 
1629.”

by the bithop; and he exprefily men- 
tions, inthe Prefatory Addrefs, that it 
was inthe prefent year there was ah 
inftance before their eyes that would 
juttify his then printing fuch a dif- 
courfe. (Ibid. p, 828.) 

On the firft reading of Mr. Scotr’s 
fuggeflion, I imagined that the fer- 
mon might have been compoled by 
Dr. Fleetwood at the time of the fai- 
lure of Evance, Hayter, and Hales; 
but, fuppofing this to have happened

in &x different points of view. pe 
147) 
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firft, he thews the fimilar form of- the 
ear; in the fecond, of the nofe; in 
the thigd, of the fmall face; in the 
fourth, of the bony faces in the fifth, 
of the thin meagre checks; and, inthe 
fixth, of the fmall degraved eye of the 
ape and of the man, whofe portrait he 
exhibits in contrat with it. And, to 
give you Porta’s general fentiments in 
few words, he afferts, that: men with 
fuch countenances refemble in man- 
ners and difpofitign the animal that 
they refemble in form end feature, I 
have, Mr. Urban, known three or 
four of thefe baboon-gentiemen; and 
they generally grin and chatter, are 
mifchievous and malevolent, and imi- 
tate humanity vilefy. Litcle intelli- 
gence or liberal fentiment can be ex- 

e€ted from fuch depraved forms, 

et there is one great exesption. The 
ingenious fentimental Sterne (or Yor 
tick, as he is mdére commonly called) 
had a good deal of the baboon in his 
face. A propos, of grinning, or loud 
laughter. I have juit now dipped into 
Porta’s chapter De Rifu. He treats 
principally of exceffive laughter, and 
fays, rifus abundat in ore fultorum, 
that it abounds in the mouth of fools, 
And he carries this matter yet farther, 
and declares incontinent laughter to 
be an indication of infanity. And take 
his own words for this extraordinary 
affertion; for, he fays, rifum inconti- 
nentem effe dementis induium. But 
there is a Latin adage of a contrary 
tendency; rides fi fapias, laugh if you 
are wife. But an Englith proverb ra- 
ther confirms the fentiment of the old 
phyfiognomift, vig. “‘ laugh and grow 
fat,” that is, laugh and grow foolith. 
I am at this time taking curfory fenti- 
ments from the author I profefs to 
treat of; and I have juft this minute 
confulted Porta, in hopes that he might 
throw fome light upon the cancifely- 
obfcure fentiments of Ariftorle in de- 
{cribing what he calls a man of ex- 
traordinary memory; but I find 
that he does little more than tranflate, 
almoft literally, the Greek of. Arif- 
totle; only he adds, that fuch an head 
as the Stagirite defcribes is calculated 
to pofiefs extraordinary memory, for 
a reafon that I do not clearly compre- 
hend, But take his remark, Mr.

: into a deep cage, four feet long, with gra-

vel at the hottom. A broad fhallow pan 
with water was placed in it, in which they 
fometimes wafhed themfelves, and feemed 
much ftrengthened by it.° One day Mr, 
Pearfon obferved they went into the water 
with unufual eagernefs, hurrying in and 
out again repeatedly with fuch fwiftnefs as 
if they*had fuddenly been feized with a 
frenzy. Being anxious to fee the refult, 
he lcft them to themfelves about half an 
hour; and, on going to the cage again, 
found them all huddled together in a core 
mer of the cage, apparently dead. The 
cage was then placed at a proper diftance 
from the fire, when two of them only re- 
covered, and were as healthy as before the 
rett died?. The two remaining ones were 
allowed to wath themfelves occafionally 
for a fhort time only ; bet their feet foon 
after became {welled and inflamed, which 
Mr. Pearfon attributed to their perching ; 
and they died about Chriftmas, Thus the. 
firit year’s experiments were in fome mea- 
fore loft, Not difcouraged by the failure 
of this, Mr. P. determined to make a fe- 
cond trial the fucceeding year, from a 
firong defire of being convinced of the 


-trath refpeéting their going into a ftate of 


torpidity. Accordingly, the next feafon, 


having taken fome more birds, he put 


them into the cage, and in eyery refpeét 
purfued the fame methods as with the lat ; 
but, to guard their feet from the bad 
éffeéts of the damp and cold, he covered 
their perches with flinnel, and had the 
pleafure to obferve that the birds throve 


exccedingly well, They fung their fong 
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through the winter, and foon after Chrif- 
mas began to moult, which they got thro’ 
without difficulty, and lived three or four 
years, regularly moulting every year at 
the ufual time. On the renewal of tneir 
feathers, it appeared, that their taijs were 
forked exaétly the fame as in thofe bids 
which return hither in the Spring ; and ia 
every refpeét their appearance was the 
fame. ‘ Thefe birds,’ fays Mr. Péarfon, 
* were exhibited to the Society for promo- 
ting Natural Hiftory on the r4th day of 
February, 1.726, at a time they were ina 
deep moult, curing a fevere froft, when 
the fnow was on the ground.’ Minutes of 
this circumftance were entered in the 
books of the Society. Thefe birds died at 
laft’ from -negle&t during a long illnefs 
which Mr. P. hades They died in the 
fummer. Mr. P. concludes his very in- 
terefting account in thefe words: ‘ Janu~ 
ary 20th, 1797. I have now in my houfe, 
No, 21, Great Newport-itreet, Long-acré, 
four Swallows in moult, in as perfect 
health as any birds ever appeared (p be in 
when moultirg.”

But her mind was fo well furnifh- 
ed, and her objeéts fo well feleétef, that 
there were few great fubjeéts in which 
we had not a common intereft. I have 
loft. my beft friend, who, regardiets of 
herfelf, ftudied my eafe and advantage in 
every thing. Thefe things may be {mail 
to others, but they are great to me; aud, 
though they are gone as a vifion of the 
vight, the memory ef them will always be

ABY CASTLE, which ftands fo 
near this town, hae’ undergone 
within thefe few years many  altera- 
tions. A new arrangement has been 
given to a part of its plans many of 
the exterior and interior decorations 
have been modernized, according to 
the received ideas of improving the 
works of our anceftors, by introdu- 
cing thofe familiar architectural ob- 
jeEts which pr >feffional men cannot 
difpenfe with. However, Raby caf. 
tle yer prefents a noble and extenfive 
fcene of anrient fplendour. Although 
we may exprefs a with, that the marks 
above hinted had not been affixed to 
this fuperb pile; yet, when we confi- 
der that the caftle isfeif is Rill ftand- 
ing, fill inhabited, and ftillin perfeé& 
repair, our admiration is excited at 
the good fenfe of the noble owner, 
‘who prefers the manfion of his ancef- 
tors to refide in, before the tranfitory 
villas of the prefent day, which only 
exift while the ftyle of their architec- 
ture holds a momentary {way over the 
fluétuating tafte of modern times, 
The ex-erior of this caftie is a ftrik- 
ing examp'e of the romantic turn of 
former days. The indefcribable forms 
of gates, towers, walis, and buttreffes, 
that, at each adventurous flep, meet 
the eXploring ‘eye, well reconcile our 
minds to give a willing belief to all 
the ftories of warlike knights, of beau- 
teous dames, of gallant tournaments, 
of noble feafts, of trophied halls, and 
painted bowers, that fill the pages Of 
our book's of chivalry: nay, we are 
‘not infenfible to the whifpered tates of 
faires, giants, ghofls, and {pe&res. 
Fantaftic delufions: of « foul entran- 
sed! ye may furely there a while hold 
your pleafing reign, ° 
If any: one deride thefe ideal 
charms, I thali anfwer, Raby caftle 
has mo delights for him, 1 hope, I 
fhafl not be 100 confident when I ex- 
prefs my thoughts, that few of my 


readers will be found to contemplate 
our caftellated ftruétures with other 
fenfations than: thofe which { have 
jufi raifed to their imaginations. " 

As I now glance over my feveral 
fketches of this cattle, FT am fttrack 
with the amafing irregularity of ever¥ 
part of the'defign; while, like a labys 
rioth, its plan ftill eludes my eager 
expectation 6 find again the’ portal 
that firft invited my curious ‘invef- 
tigation to’ trace the fyftem ‘that 
formed its various parts. I’'fearce 
give credit to the efforts of my pencil, 
when [ find that moft of the eleva» 
tions of the walls have their lines ‘ins 
clining inwards; a peculiar and 
whimfical mode of siebonvy though 
not without its ufe in point of ‘giving 
flrength to the building, and in.giving 
a fine pifturefque- cff-& to the whole 
fcene. s40% 

At my leaving this interefting pile, 
1 regretted that I had not béen {6 for= 
tunate as to have feen the great hall 
in its original ftate, before it was dix 
vided into two ftoriés, as it now ap- 
pears. The lower flory ‘prefents a 
modern hall, with fancy columns, 
fancy groins, and all the-fancied en 
richments now in general praétice. 
As for the upper ftory, its puife made 
fo ttle impreflion on me, as, bein 
folely intent on fketching the origis 
nal works, that it has. entirely flipped 
my memory. ,

the arches, which are of great thick- 
nefs and ftrength. The firfl divifion has 
four pillars in the middle, that range 
North and South. The arches {pring 
from plain capitals and brackets. To 
the Weft is a grated door; and Bear 
it a piftina,. Another door leads into 
a {mall room or clofet without light; 
and beneath it is a vault, which I 
dared not explore on account of the 
rubbith. There is an air of lightnefs 
in this portion of the place, noe 
common, I believe, to fuch buildings, 
A thick wall of brick goes acrofs, 
Eaft and Welt, perhaps as a prop to 
the wall above. Near it, on the 
Weft, are three elegant pillars in the 
wall, flender, with pointed arches. 
In this part the capitals are ornamen- 
ted with fcroils. Second wall fepae 
rates this from another fpace. Hence 
was the entrance to the church of St. 
Helen’s, confifting of three doors; 
and thence to one to the Wefl. The 
capitals are plain; which the groins 
are’ throughout. There are various 
flender pillars and niches the whole 
extent of the crypt. The dimenfions 
of the convent were very confidereble, 
as many fragments of ojd flone-worky 
are vifible almoft as far as Bifhopfgate- 
fireet. On one, which formed the 
foundation of the withdrawing-room 
of the hall, is painsed in black and 
white, heightened with yellow, g 
moft maflerly fhecch (ay, Mr. Urban, 
one that would do honour to any are 
tift), I am grieved to fay it was top 
much mutilared when I faw it, to form 
a corre&t idea of .what it was intended 
to reprefert; nor could I find whas 
apartment it was in, or whether it had 
been inclofed from view ; 1 can only, 
bear teflimony that it is on plafler, 
aod done-in with water-colours; but, 
whether painted by antient of modern, 
I will venture to affirm it is poffeffed 
of infinite f{pirit, efpecially one prine 
cipal figure.

“PROCEEDINGS IN PARLIAMENT, 1798-9, 


Hy OF COMMONG, 


December 14. 


T HE hheriffs of the city of London 
prefented .a, petition from the 
Jofd-emayor, aldermen, and common- 
council, againft the bill now pending 
in parliament, for the erecting wet- 
docks in Wapping,--Ordered to lie 
on the table, ‘ 
- The Chancellor of the Exchequer 
moved, thatthe report of the Com- 
mittee on the income bill be now ta 
ken into further confideration. 
Sir John Sinclatr faid, he thought it 
a duty incumbent cp him to take the 
easliefi opportunity to fate his fen- 
timents againft a mealure forepugnant 
to the feelings of Englithmen and to 
the principles of the Conflitution, 
The Houfe, he obfervedy was aware 
that thig was one of four meafures 
agepred by the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer for procuring the fupplies for 
the carrying on the war. One was, 
the raifing the exsraordinaries within 
the year; the next was, the raifing a 
fam by affefied taxes, which was 
abandoned for the prefent plan; the 
third was, by veluntary contribution ; 
aod the fourth was, to procure the fyp- 
plies by a tax on income to the amount 
of ten millions, end the remainder of 


the fupplies for the fervice of the year’ 


to be provided by the ewftomary mode 
of loan, ‘The laft, he profefled, had 
his decided preference ; as the tund- 
ing fyfiem had,, from experience, pro- 
ved the moft valuable fource of fi- 
nance to the kingdom. Thig new 
financial plan of saifing part of the 
fupply within the year, he conceived, 
was liable to many objections ; bur, if 
it were what the right hon. Gentleman 
himlelf advanced, why then have re- 
courle to half meafyres, and not raife 
the whole of the fupplies without any 
Joan? By fuch a flep, the Houle 
would pot have the whole advantage 
of either fyfhem, though it would 
Moubilels have all the inconvenignce

of both. The Chancellor of the Ex. 
chequer, he faid, took to himfeif cons 
fiderable credit, ia confequence of the 
rife of the ftocks, which he would 
have the Houfe imagive proceeded 
from his plan for the sedemptiom 
of the ‘land tax, when in fad ix 
proceeded from our victories at fea, 
and the confequent increafe of cuc 
commerce. In his opinion, to raile 
the fum required, it would be much 
better to blend capital and income toe 
gether. He recommended, in liew of 
the plan, that it would be much bet 
ter, and move equitable, to tax capi~ 
tal one-hait, and.income five per cent, 
For ioflance, fuch was the inequality 
of the préfenc fcheme, that if a man 
had an income of Gool. a year, and 
another had 20,9001, in the three per 
cent. which produced him the fame 
fum annually, the fiockholder, by fele 
ling out, to meet the operation of the 
tax, would doit to much greater ad- 
vanwage than the landholder, With 
refpeét to land, there were a variety 
of matters, he remarked, which ought 
to be taken into confideration; for n° 
ftance, the, legal expences to proreét 
the property, the {um-to. be deduéted 
for improvement, for the repairing of 
roads, bridges, &c. Thefe'were cite 
cumitances ‘to which the flock holder 
was, not biable, and was worthy the 
particular attention of the Leg flature, 
A tax on income, is leid down in the 
peetent bill, was a tax on induliry— 
while profligacy und idicnels efcaped 
the provihons of the aét, With re~ 
{pet to profetfions being taxed, it was 
extremely oppreflive ; the ualuriynag 
lawyer may be ruined by party perie- 
cution, of by any public calamity ; 
and though he may be in che receipt of 
g0Ql. per awm, one year, the next pros 
bably he would be without a Uriel. 
‘There were three cleffés which tue vill 
embraced ; firft, thofe who faved trom 
their annual income; the fecond, 
thofe that lived up to their income ;

he faid, for the purpofe of getting: at 
the mifers in this kingdom; the 
pumber of thefe the Hon. -B 
computed at- 3000; their income he 
éflimated at thrée millions; fo that 
his. calculation in th:s particular muft 
be wrong, as from thefe he could not 
get more than 300.

But this was a 
fpecies ‘of double taxation, as they 
were taxed by their own reprefentas 
tives at home. Such a tax, he faid, 
was not confonant to avy piinciple of 
juflice, and was, he believed, without 
exatnpie —He next ‘reprobated the 
metafure, as taxiny the funds contrary 
to'pledge of parliament; and it was 
Qifgraceful to the Houfe, in his opis 
hion; not to refit in, ‘for it was’ the 
firfi ume that evér atax on the funds 
mode anv pait of the Englith Moif- 
rei’s budger. He was apainit the bil 
fer the soquifitorial power’ which it 
wefied in the commifiionen—the op 
preflive tendency of a dilc'ofure of 
property—-and the efieéts that it would 
huve ou the afnval income of the 
courtry, In comtequence’ot gentlemen 
of moderate fortunes cortaring their 
expences.

‘He appre- 
hended that no London merchant 
would not chearfully pay 10 per cent. 
income rather than change his firua- 
tion with any merchant of Amfter- 
dam. With refpett to a Sele&t Com- 
mittee, even with the Hon, Bafonet at 
its head, he did not believe that they 
could produce any propofition whicti 
would be more acceptable to the 
Houle than that which had received 
the affiftance, and was approved of by 
the united wifdom, of Parliament. 
He did pot conceive, he faid, thatthe 
people of England would withdraw its 
Support at this conjunfure, as the 
furth:~ profecution of the war againft 
ab enemy, that had for its objeét uni- 
verfa! empire and univerfal republica- 
vifm, and whofe government was 
** as like any thing elfe as a Republican 
form of govéinment.” Mr. Simeon 
next proceeded to recapitulate the 
heads of the principal claufes in the 
bill, and faid the meafure on the 
whole had his decided approbation. 
Mr. M. A. Taylor fa d, he gave no- 
tice taft year of his intention to move 
for a repeal of the affeffed taxes bil} 
early in the prefent feffion. His inten- 
tion was, however, anticipated by the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer; but he 
lamented to fay, that he had fubftitu- 
ted a meafuse, in his mind, equally 
exceptiosable. The prefént bili was 
by no means congenial, any more 
than the other, tothe pure princ:ples 
of the Conftitution; bur it was # rul 
of conduét which he laid down for 
himfelf, on the plan of the late Mr. 
Lee, that, whenever a bill was once 
palfzd, he conceived it his “duty, to 
the urmof, to conform to the aét of 
the legiflature, nor would he, under 
any circumftance, defraud the kings 
dom ofa thillings “Such were his fen- 
UUMEnts, 
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gimepts, though no may Wat a. greater 
friend. than he was to: reform,. He 
next Called the attention of. the Houfe 
to the furcharges made againit gentle. 
men. on. many joccafens.. He coir 
plained of fuch {o far.as an hardhhip; 
for inftance, where he furcharged in 
the couatry, he had. fis weeks to ap- 
peal; it.might fo happen that he was 
puending dis duty,;and the .return- 
ing to,the..cquntry would. be more ex, 
penfive than if be paid. the-furcharge. 
In {uch cafe, he thought, where the 
furchasge could not be made out, that 
the pesfon, fo .wrongfully accufed 


fhouid be paid his expences. This. 


propofition he laid down, he faid, 
preparatory to a claufe to that effcd, 
which he intended t# propofe in a 
Committee on the. prefenc bill. Were 
the Houfe to agree to the meafure, he 
would doubilefs pay his 20 per cent.; 
bet he did not carry a piftol in his 
pocket to fhoor the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer, like thofe who objeéted to 
a late sequiftion in Evypt. (This 
al ufion, our readers will pegceive, was 
wo the rumour juft then jo circulation 
of Buonaparte’s being fhot at Cairo } 
Mr. Taylor ngxt proceeded wo thew 
the danger arifing in a commercial 
eountry from a dilclofure of property ; 
aod was furprized that his hon, friend 
the folicitor-general did not rife with 
more than ufual warmth to reply to 
the hon. gentleman, who had applied 
tohim the appellation of a tpy. Hede- 
clared bimfglf ao enemy to the Excife 
Jaws, which no longer rendered any 
man’s houle his 2 fie; for, a furvey- 
or, under the pretent bill, could ran- 
fack every hole and cupboaid in .a 
man’s cabin, to difcover notes or pro- 
perty of any fort. Such a law he, 
however, hoped would never pafs an 
Engitth Houfe of C-mmons; and he 
felt that he was contcientioufly dif- 
Gharg-ng bis duty by giving the bill

COTLAND is under the higheft 


obligation to Lord Frederick Camp, 
bell, who wat appointed lord clerk re~ 
gilter of Scetland in :1768;. laid the 
oundation-flone of the general, Regif+ 
ter-houfe 1774, of which his deputies 
tvok poffeffiun, and, on O&. 5, 5791, 
removed the secords into it, 
Lordhhip, in 1787, obtained, by the 
bounty of his Majefty, sool. per ann, 
for the fupport of the fabrick, and for 
defraying: annually contingent expen; 
ces necellarily conne&ed with it. He 


farther formed a defign of getting the. 


parliamentary records of Scotland print- 
ed; and the editor tranferibed, with his 
own hand, as much of .che carlieft and 
moft decayed as would fill two folio 
volumes, when he was. direfled to 
fearch the Tower of London’ and the 
Chapter boule at Weftminfler for ma- 
terials to fupply deficiences. Mr. Af- 
tle difcovered in. the Britith Mufeum, 
Harl, MS. 4609, the index, now 
printed, of sr parliament rolls and 3 
books of royal charters, cootaining a- 
bout 1845 charters and 30 decrees of 
paciament, which may fairly be pre- 
fumed to be ftill fomewhere exifting ; 
a2 tolls, and.1 book of charters men- 
tioned in it being ftill among the other 
public records: of Scotland. Mr, A. 
farther, difcovered, in the State-paper 
office, the moft .antient book of .Scotith 
records now known to exift; which, 
on application to his Majefty, was re- 
moved to the Regifter-office at, Edia- 
burgh, and.the contents may be fouad 
fn this index, p-gg—aiz. - In 1745 
29 volumes of records relative to the 
thirds of the Popifh benefices in Scot- 
land, appropriated, by the Legiflature 
to the {upport of the;Reformed Clergy, 
GEnt. Mac, April, 1799+ 
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were found among the papers of Rod. 
Macleod, clerk of the fignet, who died 
in 1784, and given. by. his fon to the 
Record-office.. In 1794 were found, 
in a bookfeller’s thop at Edinburgh, $ 
volumes of the fecretary of ftate’s re- 
gifter of {cifins. . 

The prefene index exhibits a ftate of 
the charters granted by different fove- 
reigns of Scotland, from the aceeffion 
of Robert 1. 1306, till the 8th year of 
the regency of Robert I. of Albany, 
3483, a. period of about 108 years, 
There’are no records in Scotland ante- 
rior to Robert I. Edward J. 1292, 
removed all he could come at, firft to 
Berwick on Tweed, and thence to the 
Tower of London, of. which a cata- 
logue is printed in Sir Jofeph Ayloffe’s 
Calendars of antient Charters,.p. 327— 
3303 alfo, p.333—336, a different ca- 
talogue of fuch as were removetl, at the 
fame time, to Roxburgh caftle, and de» 
livered back to Baliol’s chamberlain, 
after he was crowned king of Scot- 
latd,. When he furrendered his crown, 
1296, Edward got. pofleffion, again of 
all che-vecords, of many of whicti there 
are {chedules in the Chapter-houfe, 
printed by Sir Jofeph Ayloffe and Ry- 
mer. Mr. R, does not-admit the fuf- 
picion that Edward I. deflroyed the 
records of Scotland; but fuppofes they 
fell a prey to negleét, or damage, of 
accident; and fome, perhaps, to the 
caution of the leading men in Scotland, 
who had obtained grants of the large 
eftates of thofe who had been forfeited 
for their adherence to Baliol and the 
Eng'ihh party; and shis accounts for 
their not being mentioned in the fa- 
mous treaty of Northampton, concluled 
about 20 years after the d-ath of Kd- 
ward L,  * Now, although it may be 
pofible that thole antient records, 
thrown afide in fone dark, unexplored 


corner, may fill remain preferved, and 


that, on a future occafion, fome fortu- 


‘nate accident may reftore them ¢o light, 


yet. it feems, oa the Whole, but too 
probable that they are now irecovera- 
bly loft,” His countrymen are certainly 
indebted to Mr. R. for his exertions 
towards their recovery, of which he is 
too modeft to give a detail. Among 
the rolls are mentioned feveral of the 
antient laws and cufloms of Scotland, 
which Mr. R. underflands of thule 
excellent ones of David I. who con- 
tributed fo much to civilize his fub- 
jeQs. Mr. R, vindicates the authority 

; of 
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of Regiam Majrflatem, a colle&tion of 
Scotith laws, known by that name 
more than 370 years, and teedgnized 
By flatutes 1425 ; and lie difeufics the 
queflion of the dependence of Scotland, 
which he totally difproves *. “He has 
another note on the thanedoms in'Seot- 
land, which he thews ‘to be of Sexon 
original. Before Mr. R’s work was 
publithed, a ‘difcovery Was made -of 
many of the miffing rolls,‘in & laree 
volume of “Charter, Evidentes, ‘and 
Antiquities, colleEted by EH. Hadin- 
ton; é. e Thomas Hariilron, firt 
Earl! of Haddington, one of the moft 
retriaikable men of his ave, who, be4 
tween 1592 and 1636, held fevetal’ of 
the great offices of ftate, ift Witich’ he 
found time to profecute the fludy of 
the different objeéts of taw anil and 
quity. In this colfe&tion are charters 
of Robert Bruce David, and“ {ubfe> 
uent kings, and abftraéts of féeverel, 
aid, in the index of 1629, to be illegi- 
ble. “Fourscharrers are hete’ printed. 
In the Appendix are Obfervarions, 
by the Editor, relative to an A& of 
Settlement of the Crown of Scotlard, 
aff'd a Robert IL.) 27 March, 1371, 
tndotfed Deuclaratio Parliamento “ubt 
Johannes primogenitus Roberti” babet 
Juccederc in regnum, of ‘which 're- 
markable juftrument a fac fimile has 
been ‘tograved by the direétion and at 
the expence of Lord Frederick Camp- 
bell, with the remaining feals append- 
ant, and witha printed copy per ex- 
tenfum. Till the crown became firi&ly 
heveditary in the defcendasts of Mal- 
colm IJf. by Margaret of the Saxon 
royal family of England, it was cuf- 
romary for the reigning king to de¢lare 
his fucceffor. ‘This while publication 
does credit to the Lord Clerk Regifter 
and his Deputy.

The 
fndreafe of poor-rates is accounted for 
by the decreafe of cottages, and the de- 
privation of forecaft in the poor, by 
expending their whole daily pay or 
datly bread, to be remedied only by 
encouragivg ceconomy,' by putting in- 
dividuals in pofleffion of @ cow, a cot. 
tage, anda garden, of their own, The 
obje&ts of the Society are, “ro fearch 
for and difleminate ufeful and pradiical 
knowledge with regard to the poor; to 
co-operate with every plan that tends 
to increale their eetonomy aud domettic 
comfort; to hold ‘up the induftrious 
and thriving cottager as an example of 
imitation; and to promote his goud 
habits,. induftry, welfare, and happi- 
nefs. At the fame time we are pot 
unmindful of the danger of dimivith- 
ing inducements to exertion by sheore- 
tical philofophy, or by injudicrous and 
mifapplied liberality, which may habi- 
tuate the mind to a reliance on regular 
and periodical affiflance, and, making 
exeition and foiefiyhr of lefs moment, 
deprive the poor of the beft and mo 
honourabie reliefs which can only be 
derived from themielves.” At the 
fame time the Society are fenfible com- 
plete fuccefs is not to be expeéted, 
though much has been recently done. 
The faults of the poor are afcrihed to 
a difadvantageous fiteation, rather than 
to individual delinquency, Asto pa- 
rifo relief, the faét is now pretty well

of it.” This was a refufal to refign a 
living, meant to be refigned as foon aa 
the perfon, in whom the right of pre- 
fentation was vefled, could ailpofe of i¢ 
in a manner fuitable to the poverty of 
his condition, When things were 
properly arranged, after the expiration 
of a year, the incumbent, being prefled 
to refign, not only [nor] refufed, buc 
pofitively pretended to be thocked at 
the fuppofition of being capable of de- 
ferting a ftation to which he pleaded a 
righteous call from the Almighty.”— 
‘« What is to be expeéted from young 
people in the lower gradés of life, 
whofe abilities do not enable them to 
try the fpirits?”? Another charge 
againft this fe& is their dufterity ; but 
the foremoft of their good qualities is 
their teal in the difcharge of duty. As 
prejudicial to the Eftabltfhed Church, 
the preacher notices the difpropo!- 
tionate value of preférments, which 
occafions a earelefs difcharge of duty.

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tory of Scotland, that a minifier of the 
Church of Scotland fhould write the 
life of a Popith faint. But let us heas 
his own account of it,.in his preface: 

“ There is implanted in the mind of 
man a principleof curiofity which makes, 
him defirous of knowing the manners and 
cuftoms ‘of others in diftant places and in 
former times, This defire is particularly 
ftrong in regard to what relates to one’s 
own country. We then feel a more than 
ordinary intereft in viewing thofe cuttoms, 
manners, and modes of thinking and adt- 
ing, which prevailed in the days of. our 
forefathers, To fatisfy this curiofity, no 
mean is fo likely as the particular biftory, 
anecdotes, and memoirs, of the men who, 
in their time, made the greateft figure in 
their country. In this view, the following 
account of St. Columba may not, perhaps, 
be unworthy of the perufal of fuch as with 
to know fomething of the {tate of religion 
and fociety in the Highlands about 1206 
years ago. No man ever lived, to whom 
the Highlands and Ifles of Scotland were 
more indebted than to St. Columba; and 
perhaps few lived, to whom the Britifh 
Ifles in general were under flronger ebli- 
gations. It was Columba who kindled 
that torch which, in the darkeft ages, 
fhed its kindly rays far beyond the limits 
of the Highlands, and which contributed 
much: to enlighten even the South of Bris 
tain; for, according to the teftimony of 
the venerable Bede, England was indebted 
for many of its moft learned and pious 
divines to the feminary of learning eftabe 
lifhed by Colymba in a remote and ob- 
{cure corner of the Highlands. Such are 
the revolutions effected by time in thit 
world of ftrange viciffitude | 

‘*§n a period in which biography is fo 
much in vogue, an-account of the life of 
fo extraordinary a man, and of fuch a 
benefa€tor to his country and.to mankin 
may ¢laim fome little attention ‘from thofe 
who may, perhaps, at this day, be in part 
indebted for their comforts to the fruits of 
bis labour and inftrudions, The conque- 
tor of kingdoms may claim our admita- 
tion; but the enlightener and civilizer of 
nations deferves our love, efteem, and. re- 
{peét. The memory of the one, without 
any imputation of ingratitude,. may, be 
fuffered to perith, butahe memory of the 
otber deferyes to be honoured. The ge- 
neral tafte, at prefent, is for books of a 
ligit, gay, and animating caft.. But why 
may not even the readers:of fuch books 
diverfify their amufement, and beftow an 
‘hour or two on the perufal of the hittory 
of-a'man who may nuw be confidered as 
fo fingular and extraordinsry a charaéter, 


that his life may well pdfs for novel? If, 

in the midtt of gaiety, thié Monld for a 

Moment difpofe them two be ferious, pin 
5 : ww 
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wouls be the great harm? Or, fhoufd it 
Jead them to reflect, for a little, on the 
power of religion, with its pleafures and 
profpeats, as exhibited in the life of Co- 
lumba,, what reafon-can they have to 
think that they thould afterwards repent 
it, or that the time wonld not be wet be- 
ftowed? Among the many expedients 
which they ufe for paffing the time, might 
they not try, for once, how the reading an 
‘account of the life of a faint would pafs a 
liule of it? 

.“Tothe man who is truly pious and 
religious, the life of Columb: cannot fail, 
to be entertaining and ufeful. It will thew 
bim the power of divine grace upon the 
foul, and the progrefs that may be made 
in holinefs by a man. entirely devoted to 
Gai, and afpiring to as high a degree as 
poflible of glory, honour, and inpmortality. 
The contemplation of fuch a life will a:- 
tract his regard, and powerfully engage 
him, in part at leaft, to follow his 
example. 

But the Jife of St. Columba is ca'cu- 
lated .to’ be ftill more ufeful to yYrofe-in 
holy orders, as it furmfhes them with a 
lively example of fidelity and zeal jn the 
difcharge of their important office, and 
with a fair copy of every grace and virtue 
that fhould adorn the facred charaéter. 
To examine how vther men, in the fame 
frofeftign, have ‘difcharged the duty to 
which they were called, what manner of 
men they have been, and what manner of 
work they have done, may lead us to 
sonfider what we ourfeives are, and how 
we ought. to aét, fo asto obtain the Well 
done! of our Lord when we thall he called 
to give an account of our ftewardfhip *. 

“A laadable fpirit for propagating the 
Gofpel in foreign parts is at prefent gone 
abroad. To the miffionaries employed in 
this important work it may be ufeful to 
have the example of the man who devoted 
hiy life to the fame bufinefs, to know the 
means which he ufed, and the manner in 
which he aéted, fo as to have attained fuch 
wonderful fuccefs.. For few, if any, fince 
the days of the Apoftles, had more fuccefs 
jn preaching the Gofpel to the heathens 
than: the venerable St. Columba. May 
God, for Chrift’s fake, endow all who are 
eogaged in the fame office with a portion 
of the fame (pirit |’ i

‘former, more ernfotmably, we pre- 


fume, to the Hebrew verity, refers it 
to the “gathering of the Ifraelites, 
from the flood of the river to the 
fiream of Egypt;” and, while the one 
underflands the great trumpet of ver. 
33 of the great 7th trumpct of the Re- 
velations, the other, more naturally, to 
the call of the Jews. We decline fol- 
lowing Mr. K. through more of Ef- 
dras, for obvious rea‘ons; and we 
fufpend our belief of the meeting of 
the Jews on the plain of Ageda till 
Mr. Butler is better fatisfied about it. 

In an appendix Mr. K. vindicarcs 
bis allufiuns to-infcrior objeéls and 
Gifcoverics in his illuflrations of the 
vials by hiftorical eveots, ang particu- 
Jarly his allufion to the divifion of Po- 
Jand. Much as we refpe& Mr. K’s, 
pious inveftigations, we muft be per- 
mitted to .exprefs our apprehenfions 
that thefe fecond lucubrations are not 
fufficiently calculated to ferve the good 
eaufe he is engaged in.

He anfwers the objeétions 
railed to the oath taken by the yeomen 
corps, to fupport the conftitution and 
the laws, and, by the competency of 
the Legiflacure of the refpeétive coun- 
tries, to effeAt their change, ‘This laft 
objeAtion is anfwered in 
88. Confiderations on the Competency of the 
’ Partiament of Ueland to accede to an Union 
with Great Britain. By the Right Hon. 
Charles Lord Vifcount Faikland ; 
who obferves, this argument of Oppo- 
fition ** would, if allowed, go to the 
Subverfion of the very conflitution which 
they fo much affeét to admire, and which 
ic is not only their duty, but their inte- 
reft, to fupport.” If Parliament has 
hot a right of decifion on all queftions 
whatever, where does that right of de- 
cifion ftop? and who are to bt judges 
what queftios it has a right to decide 
upon? If the people, how can their 
determination be cotleéted ? or, if they 
have a right to demand a new elefion 


/ @n avy queftion, how is that confiltent 
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with the power of diffolution vefted in — 
the Crown? If the People-are paras 
mount to the Parliament, the Governe 
ment becomes a Democracy. The peo- 
ple cannot remove the reprefentatives 
they have chofen ; nor does their right 
of petitioning prove that their confti- 
tuents are not perfeétly independent of 
them. . Two branches of the Legifla- 
ture conceived themfelves competent to 
tender the crown to William and 
Mary; and the prefent ftate of Ireland 
is not an inftance of lefs extraordinary 
defcription, If it be faid that the fe- 
paration of the power of the Parliament 
of Ireland from the right of exercifiog 
it _wiil go far in proving its want of 
competency to accede to the propofed 
Union, fuch an argument gacs to 
prove that the conflitution is fo faulty, 
that it does not fupply remedies for 
particular exigences. If then there is 
no afcertaining the bounds of the power 
of Parliament; if there is no controul 
over it as to the quettions which the. 
deliberative parts of it-may think pro- 
per to difculs, except the mutual 
checks of its component parts of it on 
each other, and the regulations of its 
owa eftablifhing, which itfelf may re- 
fcind ; then to what is Pariiament not 
confiltently competent? At the fame 
time, his Lordthip does not deny to the 
people that proper proportion of influ- 
ence in the adminiltration of the go- 
vernment of the country which they 
derive from our admirable confticution.

ment, as by law ehlablifbed, to be ree 
ftored, in both kingdoms, to the right 
of fiting and voting in Parliamenr. 
This is attempted to be done by ‘‘cold, 
difpatfionate reafoning, and by /egat 
arguments, fubmitted, not only to im4 
placable animofity and virvient prejue 
dice, bot to calm reflestion and confie 
derate judgement.” He argues from 
the oaths appointed to be now taken by 
1% Geo. LLL, ¢ 60, and 31 Geo, IE. c. 
325 
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32; end that the declaration by 30 
Charles I. wnvolves matter of religious 
controverfy, not of political confidera- 
tion, matter wholly /piritual, not tem- 
poral. But he fays, it is not meant to 
enter upon econtroverfial argument; he 
has a long note, 2 comparifon between 
‘the apparent conformity of the Catholic 
and Shoreiinet Churches ; and he ob- 
ferves, that the whole faith of the Ro- 
man Catholic Church, having lately 
undergone, before the moft exalted tri- 
bunals in England, a ftriét and {erip- 
tural examination, and been declared 
innocent as to fociety, and tolerated by 
daw, its particular points of faith can- 
not, in themfelves, jultify a partial ex- 
clufion of the Roman Catholicks from 
Parliament. * With refpeét, therefore, 
to the Roman Catholicks of England, 
it has been proved that the dilability 
created by 30 Charles FI. is partial, 
fince it affeéts none but Roman Catho- 
licks ; that the principle on which it is 
enafted is defiroyed by 31 George ITI. 
kt has been proved, by th’s ftature, 
that the imputations formerly charged 
wpon the Roman Catholicks are void 
ot truth, as te thofe who comply with 
the oaths therein prefcribed 5 that the 
oaths taken by Roman Catholicks are, 
in effeét, adequate to thole preferibed 
by 1 William and Mary, c. 2; that a 
wtal repeal of 30 Charlies Ll, or a mo- 
4 ficarion of the oaths taken at prefent 
by menbers of parliament, would not 
be snneva'ion, interfere with any ge- 
neral principle, or moleft any Aflem of 
laws. It has been proved that no one 
wenet of the Koman Catholic religicn 
ean impede alleyiince to his Majetty’s 
perfon or goverament. kk therefore 
ebvioufly refults, that the liberality, 
juttice, and impartiality, of Boglith 
Jurifprudence are called upon to re- 
move all peculiar difabjlity infliGed 
folely upon Roman Carholicks, and to 
reftore and allow the fame privileges 
to them as ate enjoved by all Ditlenters 
from the Charch of England.” (pp, 
#5, 26.)

93 Review of the Arguments advanced in the 
. Houfe of Commons in fupport of the Bill for 
granting an Aid and Contribution for the 
Profecution of the War, by impofing certain 
Dautics upon jncome, 
THE reviewer, prefuming on the 
general approbation of the principle of 
- the bill, as raifing the fupplies within 
the year, in preference to taxcs on 
confumption, which bear hard on the 
community in geseral, and a tax upon 
all capital, whichis abfolutely imprac- 
ticable, proceeds to anfwer objeétions 
to the injultice of taxing different forts 
of income in the fame proportion, and 
by the fame rule and meafures, for life 
or for years, in the fame proportion as 
perpetual incomes, and different rates 
of income ia the fame proportion, thefe 
principles not being new. The feale for 
relief to fathers of families is reprefent- 
¢d as inconfiftent with the principle of 
the bill, He is of opinion, that, after 
avery large proportion of the landed 
proprietors declared, in the laft feffion 
of parliament, their approbation of the 
Principle, and the merchants of London, 
Liverpool, Norwich, Glafgow, and 
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Paifley, came forward earnefily in its 
fupport, no merchant of credit would 
with for concealment. —* It is a matter 
of doubg with fome perfons whether 
fecrecy in trade is as neceflary and tm- 
portant as has fometimes been ima- 
gined; but it cannot be denied that 
there are many perfons engiped in 
commerce, whofe credit is in fach a 
ftare that the difclofure of their cir- 
cumflances might prove their ruin. To 
prevent effeéts of this nature, thefe re= 
gulations have becn adopted. But, ha- 
ving gone this length, I have no diffi 
culty in contending, that, wherever 
concealment rs not meceffary, it is objec~ 
tronable. Not only a door wou'd be 
opened, by that means, to fraud and 
evafion (which, in fpite of every repu- 
lation to prevent it, you muft expe& 


‘will exift to a certain degree), but the 


publick would be precluded from the 
knowlecge of what is the contribution 
of the higher orders of fociety, their 
acquaintance with which is one great 
advantage of the meafure, and will lead 
materiatly to its produétivenefs. And, 
as to any advantage from concealment, 
there is no perfon, whofe property is in 
land or in the funds (the two great 
fources of wealth befidcs commerce), 
which any individual who choofes it 
may not know with as much exaétnefs, 
and perhaps with more, than the a- 
mouf. of the contribution will difclofe 
it.” (p.27). That this meafure has 
not been attempted before, was owing 
to an unfortunate prejudice againft any 
thing that could lead to an inveftigation 
of the property of individuals. The 
difcuffion of the affeffed tax-bill called 
the attention of the publick to the fub- 
je&t; and that which, in former times, 
would have been thought an intolera- 
ble calamity, is now confidered as @ 
great national advantage. So far from 
the principle of the bill being a fecu- 
rity, heroafter, againft wars, as there 
are few wars we have engaged in, from 
the commencement of Queen Eliza- 
beth’s reign to the prefent time, which 
have not been, on our part, purely de~ 
fenfive ; and there is, from that time, 
no war in which we have been engaged 
with France in which the juftice has 
not been clearly, unequivocally, avd 
decidedly, in our favour. So that this 
meafure, inftead of cramping our (pirit, 
or making us more tardy than we have 
hitherto been in defence of our juft 
rights or the@Blibertice of Europe, will 
put new means into our hands, and 
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give us firength hitherto unknown to 
ws; fecure to us the juft pre-eminence 
we have acquired among the nations of 
the world, by proving that our power 
is not the refult of temporary exertions, 
but the confequence of a fettled fyftem, 
abfolutely inexbauflible, while we have 
the induftry to feed it, and the {pirit to 
puc it into,afiion, To oun national 
charaGir, to our national exertion, we 
owe every advantage we poflels (pp. 
39 31).

felf, after 8 years conflant attendance 
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on all the departments of Government, 
was at laft told-that there was no 
charge againft him worthy of invefti- 
gation; that his Majefty had thought 
proper ta abolith the office of fuperin- 
tendant at Honduras, otherwife he 
fhould have been reinftated in its, bur 
he was then and on every occafion af- 
fured that his fervices were not forgot- 
ten, and would receive their reward. 
In all his attempts, for nearly thefe 8 
years, to get his accounts with Go- 
vernment fettled, he has been equally 
fruitiefs and unfuccefsful, though he 
has claims to a large amount. After 
being kept feveral weeks in confine- 
mene laft Spring, he was releafed,- no 
charge being fubftantiated again him; 
but, immediately aftér the fufpenfion 
of the Habeas Corpus A&, he was 
again arrefted, without any {pecific 
charge, and has now been kept 8 
months in a houfe of correction, with- 
out any attemp: to bring him to trial, 
In juftice to Col. D. the author declares 
that this publication is made altogether 
without that gentleman’s knowledge.

IN the advertifement the examiner, 
who dares from Ipfwich, February, 
1798, declares that his ‘* fole with in 
publithing the following letter is, to 
expofe in its elements, and while: it 
may yet avail, a fyftem of ethicks 
which has long, in its principle at 
‘leatt, been flealing into favour, and 
which, in its cer:ain tendency to un- 
dermine the foundation of whatever 
is excellent and valuable in the human 
heart, is exaGly adapted to qualify us 
for eithtr of the two deferiptions of 
charaéter which form the fhame and 
fcourge of the age—for the obfequious 
and unprincipled tools of political cor- 
Fuption on the one hand, or the vain 
and defperate votaries of political em- 
piriciim on the other.” 

The radicaipofition of Mr. G’s fyf- 
tem is, we are bound in juflice to do 
all the good we can; and that all mo- 
val duty, therefore, is comprifed in juf- 
tice. Allow the firft pofition, and all 
the inferences follow fo clearly and ir- 
refitibly, that ic feems impollible to 
elude their force, however fubverfive 
they may be of the prieciples which 
have litherto governcd the conduc of 
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mankind. Juftice being an inflexible 
duty, admitting no dilpenfation, no 
remiffion, for a moment, our whole 
mind mult be folely dire&led to this 
fingie purpofe, and the defire to effe& 
it muit conflitute the only legitimate 
motive of human aétion. | Whatever 
Jeads us to aét upon any other incites 
ment, or with any other view, muft 
he extirpated or fubdued, as revolting 
againft the rules of juftice, , Every 
paffion and emotion of the humana 
heart muft be extinguifhed as abhor- 
rent to our duty, it being in the ef 
fence of ali affections of this kind to 
prompt us to act upon pédrticular mo- 
tives, fometimes not apparently condu- 
cive to the general good, and never 
certainly grounded upon it. Then 
patiiotifm, friendhhip, gratitude, atfec- 
tion, pity, all the public and private 
virtues, all the focial and domettic 
charities, which have hitherto been 
confidered as the beft bleffings and 
fureft hope, as well. as the grace ang 
ornament of our nature, muft be effec- 
tually rooted from our feelings, as 
Creating an unjuft preference in favour 
of certain individuals, or defcriptions 
of individuals, independently of their 
difpofition, and their power to co dpe» 
rate with us in promoting the general 
good. Then, whatever obfiruéts us in 
the purfuit of this good, is an ab mie 
ble nuifance. All determinate ru'es 
are blind reliridlions. All legal pro- 
perty is inveterate injuflice. I havea 
right to juft as much as I conceive 
will beft enable me to accomplith my 
grand project, and nobody has a righ¢ 
to any other portion upon any other 
title. All law is ufurpatio. upon reae 
fon; ali judicial prceefs, fetters and 
oppreffion ; prevailing fentiments and 
manners, antiquated prejudices. If we 
accept the principle, we mult wke the 
confequences.” (p.13—-15). ‘* Whae 
gives torce to this principle is, the opi- 
nion which has lately prevailed, that 
virtue confifls altogerher in utility ; 
that ic is the beneficial or pernicious 
tendency of any aétion which alone 
contlitutes it virtuous or vicious. No 
antient moralift has accounted for it in 
this way. Hume refolved virtue into 
perfonal merit, which he made to con- 
fift folely in the poffefion of perfonal 
qualifications, ufeful or agreeable to 
ourfelves or others. Nothing, he ob- 
ferves, can furnith juft ground for mo- 
ral diflinétion in any quality or adtion 
but iss beneficial or prinicious tenden= 
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ey. Reafon' informs us what thofe tens 
dencies are; and a fentiment of huma- 
nity, implanted in our nature, a fellow- 
feeling for the happine(s or mifery of 
mankind, produces our moral appro- 
bation or blame, 23 any quality or ac- 
tion has the one tendency or the other. 
No hypothefis was ever more fucceff- 
ful; it prevailed without a fruggle, 
and was purfued to precifely the fame 
éonfequences, by the illuminated philo- 
fophers of France, and the moft or- 
thodox divines of England; men as 
little difgofed to agree in any {pecula- 
tion as can well be imagined. If it is 
the tendency of any aflion to good or 
ill which conficutes it vir:uous or vi- 
cious, then this tendency is the fpring- 
head, fo long concealed, of moral 
truth, and the univerfal folvenc to 
which we muft refort in a!] moral en- 
quiry. The fame conclufion was form- 
ed by the Atheiflic philofophers and 
the Chriftian divine, but of courfe it 
was differently applied. By the for- 
mer it was employed to explode the 
received diftin&tion of right and wrong, 
as the offspring of prejudice and crror, 
and to conftruét an improved code of 
morals on the fimple principle of uti- 
lity ; by the latter it was adopted to 
give a rational aceount of thefe diftine- 
ions, and toimprefs a jufter fenfle of 
their importance. The works of Hel- 
wetius will afford an able fpecimen of 
the firft of thefle defigns; and I thall 
jut advert to Mr. (Dr.) Brown and 
r. (Dr.) Paley, the firft as the ori- 
ginal mover, the latter as the very po- 
pular expounder, in this country, of 
the other. In the latter’s “Principles 
of Moral and Political Philofophy,” 
virtue is defined as 2 fundamental 
tinciple; “the doing good to man- 
Kind, in obedience to the will of God, 
and for the fake of everlafting happi- 
nefs,” an improvement on Mr. Brown's 
definition, which confiders obedience 
to the will of God and a view of ever. 
Jafting happinefs as extrinfie motives, 
effential only to enforce its obfervance ; 
while Mr. P. makes them effential in- 
giedients in the compofition of virtue. 
The foundett advocates of Chriftianity 
on this fide the water feem juft as ear- 
neft in the propagation of this doétrine, 
that, whatever is is; and that it is the 
utility of any mora! rule which alone 
conftitutes the obligations of it; as the 
moit determined Atheifts are on the 
other; till, betweem the two, no other 
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lence, in the civilized wotld. This 
axiom takes for granted that, becaule 
the end of virtue is the genetal good, 
its tendency is to this end, which de- 
termines us to diftinguith it 29 virtue ; 
that, becaufe the final caule of moral 
diftin&iion is utility, that utilicy mut 
be its proximate caufe alfo. I may 
venture to affirm, there is no fingle 
inflance, in the whole ceconomy of 
man, ih which the end to he attained is, 
as this axiom prefumes, the motive ap- 
pointed tu attain it. By the law of 
Nature we proceed from perfonal af- 
fe&ion to general revard; from the 
love of offspring, of kindved, of neigh- 
bours and acquaintance, to that of -our 
diftri&, our community, ovr country, 
and our kind. In this order our af- 
feétions are diffufed; and in this order, 
by the conftitution of our being, they 
weaken as they fpread.” (p. 35.) 

“* This undiftinguithing profcription 
of all the received regulations of life is 
not a remote confequence, but the ef 
fence, of the new fyftem of morals, 
The proje& before uy has all the exe 
clufive fpirit of in{pired truth, with all 
the wretched impotence of brainfick 
error, It enjoins inflexibility, as the 
fole legitimate principle of aion, 
which is utterly incopfiftent with every 
other principle of aétion whatever.” 
(Pp. 43.)—“Inftead ef every man’s 
providing for himfelf, he is to purvey 
for others ; every body is to bufy him- 
felf in every body’s bufinefs but his 
own; every body 1s to meddle in every 
thing but what he is competent to ma- 
mage; all are to cater, and none to 
confume; and, in the mortification, 
confufion, perplexity, diftruft, aud de- 
{pair, of each individual, is to confi 
univerfal confidence, peace, plenty, fe- 
curity, and happinefs. I am far from 
faying this project is capable of all the 
mifchief { have fated. Few fchemes, 
either of good or ill, fully anfwer the 
defigns of the contriver, or the prog- 
noftication of the critick. If it fails to 
attain its purpofe moft completely, it is 
no fault of the fyflem, nor (for my 
own part), when I reg@td, even with 
the mo indulgent eye, the flate of 
public manners and the public mind, 
can I fondly perluade myfelf that we 
are fallen upon times fo good, fo full 
of an high fenfe of perfonal dignity in 
the individual, and an-exquifite refpect 
for the cultivated feelings of others, fo 
alive to true glory and true thame, fo

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fublimed into honour, and aceomplith- 
ed in a generous courtefy, exalted into 
worth, as to render an attempt to fhed 
a deadly palfy om the vital principle 
that féeds thefe fentiments a matter of 


abfolute indifference. It is no difficult 
matter to precipitate the falling. But 
this to myfelf.” (pp. 49, 50.)—" Rea- 
fon, incapable of affe@liog the mind in 
any other way than through the agency 
of objeéts which previoufly affeéted it, 
can never operate as an original princi- 
ple of aétion itlelf, pane , by being 
frequently converfant with fuch pow- 
. ers, it may fometimes, by a natural de- 
lufion, feem to do fo. We do not 
merely believe an aétien to be of a 
certain defcription called moral or im- 
moral; we approve or sy ite it as 
fuch; and this fentimeat of approba- 
tion and difapprobation has a pofitive 
influence on human conduct. But ap- 
probation and difapprobation are emo- 
‘tions of the mind, and cannot there- 
fore originate from reafon. We may 
obferve, accordingly, that Mr. Hume, 
who has laboured very affiduoufly to 
refer morality alrogether to reafon, has 
been obliged to refort at laft to “a fen- 
timent of humanity implanted in our 
nature,” to a feeling entirely unde- 
rived from. reafon, to account for the 
only principle which fets it in aétion, 
and without which it would be no- 
thing more than an empty /peculatioe 
and dead letter, No reafoning on the 
tendency to augment or dimioifS the 
general happinels in which he, with 
others, eftablifhes the flandard of right 
and wrong, could give origin to this 
feeling. Affuming that our moral fen- 
timents, as principles of aétions, opera- 
ting through an affedtion of the mind, 
mauft proceed from fome caufe difting& 
from teafon, and adapted to that eff A; 
where, let me afk, are we to Jook for 
this caufe but in the immediate objeéts 
in which and ow which it aés, in the 
qualities which ftrike them as moral or 
immoral, and in acknowledged proper- 
ties Of the human mind? To deduce 
thefe fentiments from a general fenti- 
ment (for, to fome fentiment we muft 
at lait recur) in favour of their ulti- 
mate end, is perfedtly prepoftcrous. If 
you afk me whence I derive our moral 
fentiments, in which I place the ¢fh- 
cient caule of moral diftinétion, I do 
sot hefitate to refer you to the account 
of thefe fentiments by Adam Smith, 
bot as adopting all his inferences with 
wiqualified affent, nor as fuppoling 
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that he has exhaufted a fubjeét produc-" 
tive in its nature tothe power of the 
{earcher, but from a firm and rooted 
conviétion that he has opened and ex- 
plored the only quarry from which aay 
folid conclufion on the fubje& will ever 
be deduced. Pafffag over all fpecula- 
tions on the relative properties or ulti- 
mate tendency of moral qualities as to- 
tally incompetent to form fuch impref+ 
fions, and difdainiag the clumfy arti- 
fice of a moval fenfe peculiarly adapted 
to receive them, he has looked for our 
moral fentiments in the acknowledged 
properties of the objeéts we regard as 
moral or immoral, aéting on the acs 
knowledged properties of the mind of 
man, and he has found them there. 
His folution, as far as I know, has 
never been contefted ; and, if its effe 
has not been adequate to its merits, it 
is imputable to our being but little in- 
terefted in the origin a§ principles 
which operate independently of ail our 
fpeculations about them.—Nothifg can 
be better founded than the priociples of 
the theory ftated in his work, or more 
natural aed {atisfaétory than the folu- 
tion it affords. It places the grounds 
of our moral approbation and blame, 
not in the confequences of aftions which 
we farely regard, and which it is an 
effort te purfue, but in the /eatiments 
and pafions whence they {pring, which 
touch us by an involuntary fympathy, 
aed find an echo in every brealt. We 
enter into the feelings of thofe around 
us; witiout this their condugt could 
affe&t us no otherwife than if they were 
automata. On this theory all is regu- 
Jar, confiflent, harmonious, in pérfea 
concord with our feelings and experi- 
ence, and of a piece with the general 
caconomy of Narure. It comes home 
to the bofoms of us all. We are not 
left, under this fcheme, to confumé 
life in groping owr way through it; as 
much agaze at its moft ordinary duties 
as at its higheft funétions, the {port of 
every guft, without any other direétion 
than caprice, without any other im- 
pulfe than fanaticifm, Our appetites 
and pafhions ftand as the true original 
principles of aétion, cach poffeffing, 
like the correfpondent powers in phy- 
fical nature, a certain determinate def 
tination, which would be miffed, and 
to a lefs incalculable, in the fufpenfion 
even of the meaneft of them. As not 
pofleffing, however, like thofe powers,» 
a certain determinate force, nor a€ting 
on the fame unchaogeable fubftance, 
wwe 
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but varying in different tempers and 
condition’, and operating on all the 
waricties of life and fociety, our moral 
fentiments arife again thofe of our 
pature too, to check, to urge, and to 
regulate, (itir impulfe. While, para- 
mount to thefe, and arbiter of all, pre- 
fides the Underftanding, enabling us, 

a wider Yurvey of thefe principles, 
in their caufes and their confequences, 
to reflify our own conduét, and, by a 
jadicious application ot them, to ame- 
Fiorate the human chara@ter.” (p. 52— 
60.)

Like 
them, they gather a mob of adherents, 
and, if the mifchief ends with the 
combatants, it is very well. Nor is 
Truth to be uttered by inuendos, un- 
der difguifes too fimfy to conceal their 
meaning. The peace of individuals 
fhould not be wantonly diflutbed. by 
epinions that dilirefs the mind, or 
axioms that endanger their focial hap- 
pinsis.

MR. J. feems in Scotland vo un- 
worthy difciple of thar fchool, which 
produced Werner in Germany and 
Kirwan in Ireland, to il.uftrate mine- 
ralogy, He travetled through the ‘ifles 
of Shetland and Arran about four years 
ago, when only 18; and very modeftly 
befpeaks the candour of an impartial 
publick towards “*the notes of one 
young jin afcience, in which the moft 
experienced of its votaries are often 
embirraffed.” Txke the following ac- 
count of his plan from himfelf: 

“ In writing the mineral hiftory of any 
éountry, ,various plans. have been follow- 
ed; but thefe ufnally depend more upon 
the degree of information which the au- 
thor is paffeffed of, than a pred.lection for 
any peculiar {pecies of writing. Thusa 
thorough examination of ail the ftrata of a 
certain diftri, their peculiarity of form, 
fituation, and compofition, is beft detailed 
in the form of a hiftory, whereas a fuper- 
ficial and lefs fatisfactory examination is 
ufvally related in the manner of a journal, 
OF mineralogical hifories, however, there 
are but few, except fome difquifitions by 
German authors; nor is this to be won- 
dered at, couifidering the infant ftate of the 
feience, and the great labour attending in- 
Veftigations of this kind, It is not fuffi- 
Client that we obferve a ftratum as we pafs 
along, and remark its appearance again in 
fome diftant quarter, but we moft trace it 
from its ‘commencement, through all its 
Various turns, to its termination, afcer- 
taining at the fame time its connection 
with others, their mutyal gradations, with 
Many other general aqd particular obfer- 
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vations, which require a long and careful 
inveftigation. On the otter hand, mine- 
ralogifts, in travelling through undefcribed 
countries, hdve given much ufeful aud in- 
terefting information in thefarm of a jours 
nal; thus Sauffure, Charpentier, Feber, 
and -otliers, have in this way detailed a 
great number of facts, and diffufed a very 
confiderable tafte for enquiries of this kind. 

«In the outline which I am now to 
give of the Shetland iflands, and.of the 
Ifland of Arran, I find it convenient to fol- 
low the method of a journal, as heft fuited 
to the general view I am to take,’’ . 

He has been remarkably faccefsfu 
ip his refutation of Dr.“Hutton’s fan- 
ciful theories refpeéting geology, and 
she formation of different foffil:, now 
rapidly finking into oblivion. Though 
the defcriptions which Mr. Jamelon 
gives of che ftrata, veins, &c, are of 
themfelves clear and diftin&, yet the 
references to the pletes are of confie 
derable ufe to the reader. The Appen- 
dix contains feveral obfervations and ‘ 
experiments on peat, keip, and coal, 
which at firft fight appeared to us un- 
conneéted with a mineralogical jour- 
nai; but as the aurhor remarks, that 
“the fubftances occur in the iflands I 
have been defcribing, and are there 
objets of great importance, we admig 
that the conten’ of the Appendix are 
not without propriety. He fays alfa, 
that thefe obfervations and experiments 
** are to be confidered only as the be- 
ginning of an invefligation, which I 
hope foon to prwfecute in a more ex- 
tenfive manher.”

of Majorca, onder ftorm ftay-fails, with a 
violent gale wefterly, I difcovered 2 large 
Sanith frigates at anchor, near a fortified 
tower on the South point of the Babia de 
Alcude, who, immediately on feeing us, 
cut their cables, and made fail to the 
N.N.E. We inftantly gave chace with 
all the canvas the fhips could bear; unfor- 
tunately the Leviathan’s main-top-fail gave 
way, which canfed her te drop aflern. The 
enemy fecing this took the advantage of 
it, and, after the clofe of the day, fpoke 
toeach other, and feparated ; one hauling 
her wind to the northward, and the other 
fet top-gallant fails, and kept away before 
it; which latter 1 fo‘lowed. The dark- 
Hefs of the night precluded the Leviathan 
from feeing their manoeuvre, as alfo my 
fignal to her to alter her courfe to port ; 
however, the Leviathan kept fight of the 
Argo, and was near-up with us at mid- 
hight, when I got alongfide of the enemy, 
Who ftill perfevered in his endeavours’ to 
get off, (although his fmall fails were 
either thot or carried away in the chace,) 
and did not farrender until he had received 
our whole broadfide, which wounded 2 
men, and did’ much mifchief to bis rigging. 
She proved to be the Santa Terefa, com- 
manded by Don Pablo Perez, mounting 
_ imal 42 guns, befides fwivels and cohoras, 
» Ganz. Maa. April, 1799. 
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and manned with 2% feamen and marines, 
befides 250 foldiers; in all 530 perfon$ on- 
board, My firfi-lieuten int, Mr. Thomas 
Lyne, has much merit in keeping fight 
and obfervitig’ the different thifts of the 
enemy, by which great advantage was 
gained by the Argo during the chace; 
much commendation is due to his profef+ 
fional {kill and great exertions after taking 
pofleiiun of the prize, in faving her tot- 
tering matt from tumbling over-board, 
which he could not have done had not 
Capt. Buchanan fent him fpeedy affiftance 
of officers and men from the Leviathan, to 
whom I feel myfelf much indebted. Great 
praife is dué to all my officers and feamen 
for their vigilance and exertions in fhort- 
ening and making fail in fqualls during 
the chace; and, had the enemy given them 
an opportunity of fhewing farther proofs 
of their zeal and loyalty, I am convinced 
they would have behaved as Britifh fea- 
men always co upon thefe occafions, 
I have the honour, &¢@.

Gen, Jourdan retreated in 
the night, between tlie 2rft and 22d, to 
Stockach and Engen; He then occupied 
the line from Shaffoufen through Engen 
to Dutlingén ; im the neighbourhood of 
which laft place, he affembled the pritici- 
pal part of his army. . The Archduke ad- 
vanced towards him on the zsth, when 
Gen. Jourdan attacked the Auftrians. 
His. left wing was at firft fuccefsful; but, 
his centre and right having beén defeated, 
he was obliged to retreat with his whole 
army in. great diforder; his right wing 
towards Switzerland, and he himfelf, with 
the remainder of his army, towards Fri- 
bourg and Offenhourg, by the Black 
Foreft. Whilft this was paffing in Sua- 
bia, Gen, Maffena, it perfon, attacked, 
on the 23d, the pofition of Feldkirk, 
where Gen, fellachich commanded in the 
abfence of Gen. Hotzé. The French were 
repulfed with very great lofs, and driven 
over the Rhine. - Gen. Hotzé is fincé re- 
turned to Feldxirk from Buckhorn, with 
the corps of 12,000 men, which he had 
marched to that place, the French having 
retréatéd froth thencé in confequence of 
the Atchduke’s viétory of the zrft. The 
lofs on both fides in thefe different attions, 
which appear to have been’ hard fought, 
has been very confiderable ; but mach 
greater on the part of the French than on 
that of the Auftrians, who have, howéver, 
loft feveral officers of diftinétion: On the 
2ift the French are ftated to have loft 
4000 men, on thé 23d’ 3000, and on the 
2gth their lofs is ttxted to have been much 
more confiderable than on either of the 
preceding days.

Apriliz. A few days ago two women 
in De-la-Port-court, Hull, were fuddenly 
taken ill after drinking tea in the after- 
ndon. As their illnefs feemed to be the 
efic& uf polfon, the kettle was examined, 
and in the water were found fpiders and 
other infeé&ts, whieh, it is fuppofed, had 
remained there fo long as to make it pu- 
trid, and to occafion the death of both 
mother and daughter. The former died 
fhorily after, and the latter on Tuefday 
fe’nnight. :

and, imploring attiftance, was happily 
‘faved by means of a ladder. The diftrefs

April 15. - Two cottages’ at Boreham, 
Effex, were fome nights fince confumed, 
in confequence of a {park flying from the 
chimney of. one of them. on the thatch. 
The inhabitants narrowly efcaped, but the 
whole of their little property was de‘troyed. 

April 17. A few days fince a melan- 
choly accident happened to Mr:, Molineux, 
wife of the rev. Cha. Molineux, of Gar- 
boldifoam. As fhe was fitting by the fire- 
fide, a fpark of wood flew upon:her gown, 
which fhe unfortunately did not perceive 
till her clothes were in flames, Being 
alone, fhe was obliged to run out of doors 
for fuccour; and, but for the timely affilt- 
ance of a fervant, the mutt inevitably have 
perifhed. Mrs. M, is dreadfully burot, 
but there are great hopes of her recovery. 

Ghucefier, April ag. This town is in 
great alarm by 4 dreadful fire which broke 
out to day about 1 o’clock, and has en- 
tirely confumed a very large fagar-houfe 
belonging to Meffrs. Clarkes and Co. 
it be- 
gan in the upper ftory, fuppofed from 
the drying ftove: It was tuckily fome 
time in defcending, and therefore much 
fog ‘ready for market was faved, The 
adjoining houfes have not yet been canght 
by the flames, though in danger, notwith- 
ftanding they are clofe to the water edge. 

At St. Dunflan’s, near-Canterbury, in 
the family of Mr. Thomas Chatwine, (hop- 
keeper, the following diftreifing circum- 
ftince took place. The man, his wife, 
and three children, each in the morning, 
took what was fuppofed to be cream of 
tartar.and brimftone as phyfic ; the eff-ct, 
however, foon proved deleterious, as the 
whole family were affected. with fuch 
alarming fymptoms, thit the moft ikilful 
medical affittance proved ineffectual; one 
ef the children died in the afternoon, in 
the evening another, and at mght their 
mothers ‘The. father, aftér lingering eight 
days, alfo expired. The infant, . having 
taken but a very {mall quantity of che nmix- 
ture, is the only ons. expected to furvive. 
This melancholy.event was occafionel by 
a fatal miftake in mixing fugar of lead 
with the brimitone, intlead of cream of 
tartar; the fugar of lead having very ime 
prudently been kept in, the houfe.among 
fome other articles.

- & My deareft Fenny, I ought not to 
call what has happened to the Vanguard 
by the Cold: name of accident: I believe 
firinly it was the Almighty’s goocnels, to 
check my confummate vanity. I hope it 
has made mea better officer, as I feel it 
has made’ me a better man, I kifs with 
all humility the rod, Figure to yourfelf, 
on Swnday evening, at fun-fet, a vain 
man walking in his cabin, with a'fquailron 
around him, who looked up to their chief 
to lead.them to glory, and in whom their 
chief placed the firmeft reliance, that the 
proudeft thips of equal numbers belonging 
to France would have. bowed their flags, 
and with a very rich prize lying by him. 
Figure to yourfelf, on Monday morning, 
when the fun rofe, this proud conceited 
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man, his thip difmafted, his fleet difperfed, 
and hin felf in fuch diftrefs, that the meanett 
frigate out of France would have heen an 
unwelcome gueft. But it has pleafed Al- 
nugh'y God to bring us into a fafe port, 
where, although we are refufed the rights 
of humanity, yet the Vanguard will, in two 
days, get to fea again as an Englifh man of 
war.» 

The following extra€t is alfo faid to be 
taken . from .a letter written by the Rev. 
Mr. Nelfon to the Rey. Brian Altet (who 
holds a living in the neighbourhood of 
Burnham), in anfwer to a congratulatory 
epiftic on the late victory; dated Oct. 1798, 

** My great and good fon went into the 
world without fortune, but with a heart 
replete with every moral and religious 
virtnue—-thefe have been his compafs to 
fteer by : and it has pleafed God to be his 
fneld in the day of battle, and to give 
fuccefs to his withes, tobe of fervice to his 
country. His country, féems fenfible of 
his fervices—but, fhould he ever meet with 
ingratitude, his {cars will ery out and plead 
his caufe; for, atthe fiege of Bafta he 
loft'an eye ; at Teneriffe, an arm; op the 
memorable ‘rath of February, he received 
a fevere blow on his body, which he now 
feels, and now.a wound’on the head.

“Soon 
‘aan got home it was found neceffa'y 
te cal] in Sir George Baker, who paid the 
mofo unremitting attention, and revived 
him from the momentary effects of a fit 
i which Ne fell down, but could not pro- 
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traé& life heyond the Friday following. The 
principal features of his face, which was-a 
very fine one, were mildnefs, kindnefs, 
and goodnefs; and, though they could net 
be well defcribed in one line, yet ‘they 
Jnight be expreiied by the fingle epithet.of 
I benevela.. Mr. C, was, perhaps, the moft 
amiable man that ever went from Weftmin- 
fter to Chrift-church, He was an unie 
verfal favourite, becaufe he poffeffed thofe 
qualities of which mankind are feldom jea- 
lous, and which they are ever ready tocom- 
.mend, His jadgement was found, aud his 
tafte excellent; he was eager to learn, and 
modeft to decide. His general manner of 
life, ‘though he occafionally mixed with 
the world, and lived with the firft people, 
was quiet and reclufe; and his excur- 
fions from Queen-fquare were, for the 
moft part, terminated at Clapham. The 
greateft journey of his life was from Lon- 
don to Oxford, and he was never on 
horfeback. He had an eftate in Hertford- 
thire, on which grew a remarkable chef- 
nut-tree, which he never faw but in an 
etching, This property was the manor of 
Great Wimondly, held of the Crown in 
grand ferjeantry by the fervice of prefent- 
ing-to the King the firft cup he drinks\at 
his coronation 5 the cup to be of filver gilt, 
and the King returns it as the fee of of- 
fice. Col. Cracherode purchafed this ma- 
nor of the Grofvenor family, and officiated 
at the coronation of his prefent Majefty. 
. The apprekenfion of being called to per- 
form this fervice wccafioneg no: fmall un- 
eafinefs to his fon. His fortune was 
large, which he received from his father, 
who failed with, Lord Anfon round the 
world. Poffefling about 6001, a year in 
landed) property, and nearly’ 100,000, in 
three per cents, he was dives: agris, dives po- 
Sitis in feenore munmis ; of which he made 
the beit ufe, for his charities were ample 
as his income, but fecret. 

His, attainments were various and confi- 
desable. He wrote elegantly in Latin 
verfe, as may be feen in the “ Carmina 
@nadrigefimalia” for the year 1743, 
which isthe only thing he was ever known 
to have publifjed. He employed a confi- 
defable part of a large revenue in’mak- 
ing collections of what was beft and 
moft curious in Literature and certain 
branches of the Arts, His library is unri- 
valied in its kind; and: his cabinet of 
prints, diawings, and medals, is confidered 
as among the moft felect and valuable in a 
country that peffeffes fo many of them. 
He was an exquifite judge of art, both an- 
tient and modern, particularly of feulp- 
ture, painting, and mufick, and colleéted 
the choiceft of early printed books, 
drawings, coins, and gems, of which a 
complete Catalogue raifonnée would requite 
a volume; but thus much may be faid in 
this thort ketch of his character, that ie" 
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‘ny of his articles were wmique for their 
feauty, their prefervation, or the rarity 
of ‘their occurrence: fuch, for itiftance, 
as his cameo of a lion ‘on a fardonyx, 
and intaglio of the Difcobolos; his Tyn-. 
dale’s New Teftament on vellum, ‘that 
belonged formerly tg Anne Boleyn; his 
Lord Finch, with wings on his head, by 
Marfhall; his Olbiopolis and his Dicha!cos, 
the firft and {malleft cein, being the fourth 
part of an obolus. Of thefe and every 
other curiofity in his poffeffion he was, at 
all times, moft obligingly communicative. 
His books, which he ufed modeftly to call 
a Specimen-colledtion, particularly the 
fourteen hundreds, form, perhaps, the moft 
perfect collana, or necklace, ever ftrung 
by one man. His paffion for collecting 
was ftrong in death; and, whilft he 
was at-the laft extremity, Thane was 
buying prints for him at Richardfon’s, In 
his farewell-vifit to Payne’s fhop he put 
an Edinburgh Terence in one pocket, and 
a large-paper Cebes in another, and ex- 
preffed an earneft defire to carry away 

. Triveti Annales, and Henry Stephens’s 
Pindar in old binding, both beautiful ce- 
pies, and, as he thought, finer than his 
own, which Mr. Payne had deftined for 
Lord Spencer. There is a drawing in 
black lead of this elegant and amiable 
man by Eardefley, an ingenious artift, in 
Dufour-court, made by order of Lady 
Spencer, but by himfelf expreffly forbid- 
den to be engraved. 

{t will not be eafy to write in terms 
that are adequate to the merits of ‘his cha- 
rater ; but he will live as long as ever man 
lived in the affection of furviving friends. 

» He was eminent for his erudition, and his 
tafte for a liberality of fentiment and ami- 
able manners. His learning he decorated 
with a fuperior knowledge of the Fine 
‘Arts; and to whatever objects he direfted 
‘his attention, whether in the way of pro- 
found enquiry or élegant improvement, 
he was equally admired by the Scholar, 
the Critick, and the Connoiffeur. But to 
his extenfive knowledge and’ pre-emi- 
nent tafte muft be added the more folid 
‘qualities of candour, of liberality, of bene- 
volence ; and he prefented them all to the 
world, in which he lived at large, in the 
' of an accomplifhed gentleman, 
heightened by the unaffected piety of a fin- 
‘cere Chriftian, He entered into the 
‘Church in the early part of his life, but 
accepted of no preferment in it. At the 
‘fame time, he maintained that: fimplicity 
and gery in his appearance, manners, 
’ ‘and fentiments, which belong to the cha- 
ratter he profeffed, though without any 
official claim wpon the exertion of its prac- 

duties:’ He was beloved and admired 

all who knew him, and-among them 
Were the firft and bett men of the times in 
Which hs lived, and the country which he 


adorned. Though he was advancing faft 
to that period- beyond’ which the Wife 
Man has announced’ to our unhappy fpe- 
cies -a fad detail of Jabour'and forrow, -he 
might: ftill have’ contimied ‘a: bleffing to 
his friends, ant’ an example to the world, 
if a fenfibility that he’ cold riot refift had 
not Jed him to look on the convulfed and 
altered ftate of Europe with a degree of 
pain and apprehenfion that intruded’ upon 
his comforts, depreffed his {pirits, and fhort- 
ened his life, To fay that he was a Fellow of 
any of our Public Societies is rathe to be- 
ftow an eulogium on them than’ to afford 
honour to him. If, indeed, as Demof- 
thenes Be A Bae him, Mr. Ma- 
fone) has expreffed himfelf, to be elected 
a truftee of the Britifh Mufeum is to obtain 
the blue ribband of literature*, Mr.'C. pof- 
fetfed that honourable diftinétion. 

Hiftory too feldom’records the quiet ex- 
céllencies of private life. The memory of 
thofe indeed, who have illumined the age in 
which they lived by their converfations, 
and have added to its fplendour by their 
various collections, is‘too frequently doom- 
ed, after their fhort exiftence'is termina- 
ted, to fatvive only in the recolleftion of 
their friends, Let not fuch be the lot of 
the late Mr. Cracherode ; let his name be 
regiftered in the annals of the éighteenth, 
century; and let:it be told, for the in- 
ftruétion and emulation of pofterity, that, 
while his library was celebrated for the 
fcarcenefs of its books, and the beauty 
and fplendour of their condition, it was 
alfo highly eftimated for the intrinfic value 
of the authors. His colleétion of medals 
alfo, and fpecimens of minerals, were ob- 
jects of admiration, frora their exquifite 
beauty and uncommon rarity ; and his af- 
femblage of prints and drawings was fo 
choice and curious as to claim a ¢onfpicu- 
ous place in the lift: of private cabinets in 
this or any other country. Let it be told 
that Mr. Cracherode, though poffefled of 
an ample fortnne, and eminent for thofe 
qualities and talents which render fociety | 
eftimable, carefully avoided the buftle and 
grandeur of a public life; and divided his 
time between the formation’ of: thofe 
matchlefs colleétions; and the ftudies 
which were ‘beft calculated to enable 
him to render them complete. Some 
portion of each day was alfo dllotted to 
the company and converfation of a {mall 
circlé} compofed of friends, who were re- 
markable for their tafte, their abilities, 
and their. learning; and among them were 
numbered fome who were.not Jefs ennoe 
bled by their talents and their virtues, than 
by their exalted rank and well-fupported

dignities.. To thefe. his houfe was al- 
ways open; -and, every {cholar.and, man 
of genivs fopnd, on all occafions, the 
readieft and molt, grateful acceis to the 
ivan .of the byoks, .print:, and 
medals, in his collections. Let it be told 
aifo, that, while he was. employed in 
thofe refearches, which conduce fo emi- 
nently to the improvement of tafte, and to 
the advancement of Jearning, his charities 
were large an.) extenfive. 

Mr C. vetted im his bankers a power of 
recriving his. rents and dividends, and in- 
Creafing his fuoded property to the beft 
alvantage, always referving a {urplus. of 
30,000), in their hands. In his Jatt ii- 
nefs he is faid to have defired that no per- 
fon fhould be allowed to vifit a particn- 
lar quarter of his library, which, in con- 
fequence, was firft infpeéted after his de- 
Geafe by the Bifhop of Durham and Mr. 
Lambe, the family attorney. They found 
m fome of the books bank-notes to a large 
amount, and, on touching by accident a 
fecret {pring, a refervoir was dilcloted, 
¢ontaining upwards of 4000 gvineas and 
fume jewelry. 

Mr.’ Cracherode has left no formal 
will; as he: was never married, his for- 
tune devolves. by inheritance to his fitter, 
a maiden lady, near 20. He lett, how- 
ever, detached memoranda, bequeathing his 
immenfe colle&tion of books, -medals, 
rawings, &c. &c. to the Britith Mufenm. 

Every friend to literature rout rejuice 
to hear that Lis unparalleled library (with 
the exception of his Polvglott Bible, which 
he has left to the Bp. of Durham, and his 
copy of the: firft edition of Homer, for- 
merly. belonging to the celebrated hittorian 
Thuanus, which he givesto the Dean of 
Cin ift-church) goes ertire to this excellent 
repofitory, where they are intended to oc» 
cupy a diftinct room, under the title of 
Mafcun Cracherodeanum; and for a diftingt 
keeper of witch he intended, had not the 
apprchenfions of invafion preyed upon his 
mind, to have provided an handfome eftar 
blithment. All Mr.-C’s copies. are ex- 
qoifiely fine; .He was .particularly at- 
tached to books which had formerly be- 
longed to Grolier; aud is alfo fuppofed to 
have poffeffed more books bound by the 
late unrivaled artift, Roger Payne, ‘than 
any other perfon, 

Befides this magnificent and invalnable 
prefent, which fecures the colleQion, un 
broken, for. ever to. the learned world, 
he bas bequeathed a corfidersble fum to 

-benevolent purpofes, and a few legacies to 
private friends ; among which we muit 
not forget thofe. to the Dean of Chrift- 
church and Wis brother. Hg was interred 


in Wettminfter abbey, Lord Spencer and 
the Bithop of Durbam attendmg in a fin- 
gic co.ch on the mournful occafion. 

Mr. C. is thus celebrated in the “ Pur- 
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fuits.of Literature’’ as.one of the frequent~ 
ers of the. literary coffee- houfe at the 
Mewsegate = ‘

afforded not the graces of elocution, or ele~, 
gance of dition; his aim, was not to pleafe, 
but to infiruét and convince; for which 
purpofe, he addreffed himfelf to the un- 
derftanding rather than to the patfions or 
feelings of his auditoty ; and though not a 
brilliant orator, he was certainly a very wle- 
ful and powerful preacher. Thepurity of 
his doétrine, the foundnefs ‘of his argu- 
ment, the truly’ Chriftiam maxims of piety 
and morality which he inculcated in hie 
fermons, commanded the attention of his 
hearers. But what gave the greateft unc- 
tien to his words, and. force to his exhor~ 
tations, what enabled him to make’ the 
deeper and more !afting impreffion, was, 
that he was known to. praétife what he 
taught ; he was, in truth, a moft punctual 
obferver of thofe Gofpel laws which he la+ 
boured toimprint upon the minds of others, 
Rig whole life was an illuttration of his 
do&rines; and for purity of morals, inno= 
cence and fimplicity of heart, integrity and 
benevolence, he would have been deemed 
highly exemplary even in the brighteft pes 
riod of Chriftianity. His charity, to the 
poor, upon whom he conftantly beftowed’ 
atmoft the whote of his income, was mark. 
ed by this peculiar and truly Chriftian cha- 
racteriftic, that in relieving the dittrefied 
he made no diftinétion of religion or coun- 
try. Numbers of perfons, Of all complex- 
ions, and religious denominations, now de- 
plore, with aching hearts, the lofs of thig 
worthy man, who fo long and fo often ade

As a 
forenfic {peaker he had fcarcely any equal, 
and but one fuperior. For logical acute-

nefs, energy of conception, and perfpi- 
cuity of arrangement, he was uporivaled. 
His’ language «was pure and elegant; his 
elocution remarkably impreffive ; his voice 
clear. and fonorous ; his eye moft expref- 
five of the emotions of his foul, and cal- 
culated to excite correfpondent emotions 
in his bearers. When he reafoned, he 
convinced every mind; whenhe decliim- 
ed, he touched every heart. His attach- 
ment to the cayfe of freedom was ardent 
and difinterefted. If he had a ruling paf- 


fion, it the love of liberty. So modeft 
and osdllen: 


ing was his deportment, fu po- 
lifhed were his manners, that éven thofe 
who differed mof from him. in ‘political 
principles admired and efteemed him. In 
private life he was extremely amiable, and 
appeared unconfeious of that fuperiority 
which, others weré ready to! concede to 
him. His talents for-converfation were 
of the firft order. He could command, 
without effort, all thofe refources which a 
vigorous mind, and a highly ctltivated 
talic, had ftored up, both from various and 
extenfive reading, and profound obferva- 
tion oo buman nature and human life, His 
friendships were warm and: fteady, ‘He 
loved his friendss and was much beloved 
by them. The writer .of this article has 
often witneffed, with admiration, the dif- 
play of his profeffional talents, ftill oftener 
of ‘his ‘private virtues. He never knew a 
man of more pure and honourable princi- 
ples, of more upfullied integrity, of more 
benevolence or generofity of heart. To 
the tateft hour of his exiftence he will be 
proud of haying been honoored with his 
friendthip; and he’ can never ceafe to la+
